they will take the responsibility on 
themselves of tearing down the whole 
structure merely because they, a mi- 
nority, didn’t like the required changes. 
Narrow partisanship has been display- 
ed on both sides during this treaty dis- 
cussion. There are some extremists on 
the Republican side who want to see 
the treaty rejected wholly, and there 
are some irreconcilables on the Demo- 
cratic side who would ruin it if they 
can’t rule it. But it seems likely that 
the more liberal-minded and construc- 
tive senators on both sides will har- 
monize their opposing views as well 
as possible, unite in putting the treaty 
into the most acceptable form possible 
and then ratify it. This is the com- 
mon-sense course. Vice-President Mar- 
shall, during the protracted parliamen- 
tary squabble, issued a statesmanly 
pronouncement along this line. He re- 
minded the senate that “this is the 
most important treaty that was ever 





first having the sanction of a 
referendum to the people. Senators 
Nelson of Minn. and McCumber of N. 
Dak., both Republicans, made appeals 
for the president to have the veto pow- 
er on the question of withdrawal from 
the league. Senator Lodge, the Repub- 
lican leader, turned this idea down. 
There was no hostility to the present 
president, as the matter could not come 
to a test before 1921 anyway, and then, 
“in all probability we will have a Re- 
publican president,” he said. But he 
thought congress, as the representa- 
tives of all the people, should have the 
determining voice, no matter what par- 
ty was in power. Senator Martin of 
Va., the official Democratic leader of 
the senate, has just died, and his death 
reduces the administration forces by 
one. The president continues to get 
better but hegis still far from strong 
and the loss of his leadership has been 
a heavy blow to the treaty champions.

A Summary for Busy Readers, of the Significant Doings and Discussions of the Day 








Leaders Call Off Coal Strike. 
A RMISTICE day was signalized 


not only as the day of victory 

over the Huns but as the day 
on which the leaders of organized 
labor in this country also surren- 
dered and decided to obey the laws 
which ordinary citizens are required 
to obey and to refrain from levying 
war on the nation. Thus the 11th of 
November will long be a landmark in 
the history of progress from lawless- 
ness to order. 

It was a clean-cut decisive battle be- 
tween the forces of unionism and rad- 
icalism on the one hand and the allied 
interests of government and people on 
the other—and the government and 
people won. At the same time it is un- 
doubtedly the best thing for organ- 
ized labor also that the leaders came 
to their senses and turned into the 
right path, for the way they were go- 
ing led to destruction. The unions will 
come out of the struggle chastened 
and sobered but with power to do in- 
creased good, along legitimate lines. 
They have been taught the lesson that 
they are subordinate to the govern- 
ment, and not superior to it, and that 
they must stay within the law. There 
is plenty of room for them—but they 
must not conspire to conquer the 
world. 

President Gompers and the Federa- 
tion of Labor did everything possible 


to induce the government to call off , 


the injunction against the mine-strike 
leaders. If the government would sur- 
render, then the strikers would agree 
to a parley, they said. But Uncle Sam 
told them bluntly that the strike itself 
was a violation of law and that as long 
as it confinued the only place to fight 
the issue out was in the courts. 

Attorney-General Palmer said that 
the coal strike was more than a strike; 
it was “the assertion by a group, of 
power greater than that of the govern- 
ment itself, and a direct challenge to 
authority.” It was a shocking proposi- 
tion he declared, that “the by-laws of a 
miners’ union”—a private organization 
owing no responsibility and under no 
oath—“‘should prevail against the 
needs of the people.” No single class 
of workers could be permitted “to en- 
force their demands at the expense of 
the rest of the people.” The duty of 
the government was clear: the miners 
had broken their contract, rejected the 
appeals of the president and the sec- 
retary of labor and then violated an 
express law of the land by going on 
strike; hence the only thing to do was 
to make them recall this action before 
the merits of their case would be con- 
sidered. 

The union officials declared that no 
matter what the courts did, the strike 
leaders were not bound to obey, and 
even if they did obey, then the strikers 


themselves would not obey; in other 
words the government was helpless. 
The strikers’ attorneys arguing the 
case before Federal Judge Anderson at 
Indianapolis charged that the adminis- 
tration was resorting to the hated 
“government by injunction” in order 
to save its face and extricate itself 
from the bad fix into which it had got 
itself. 

Judge Anderson handled the union 
leaders without gloves. He told them 
he “assumed that they were law-abid- 
ing citizens and that they would obey 
the court,” but that if not, he would 
“make them obey it.” He then drove 
home these wholesome truths, while 
the labor leaders winced and writhed: 
“The government is supreme—even 
above labor. This strike is the most 
lawless thing I have ever seen in this 
country; if they can go on with it, it 
is rebellion. There is no organization 
superior to the law; otherwise there is 
a successful revolution.” 


He asked the union attorneys if they 
thought that the railroad workers had 
a right to strike and hold up all trans- 
portation; they admitted sheepishly 
that that was one of the union doc- 
trines. To this Judge Anderson re- 
sponded: “There is no place in this 
country for industrial despotism or la- 
bor despotism. No-one should be per- 
mitted to unjustly cause the great body 
of the public to suffer.” 


The Lever act found a solid fulcrum 
in Judge Anderson, and such force was 
brought to bear on the labor leaders 
that they began to weaken. He issued 
a mandate requiring them to officially 
call off the mine strike, and he gave 
them only a few hours to think it over. 
The labor unions don’t waste any love 
on Judge Anderson. He is the judge 
who senienced so many of the union 
leaders to the penitentiary some years 
ago for being involved in dynamite 
plots all over the country. Three years 
ago, after Judge Anderson had issued 
an injunction against some strikers, 
President Gompers said at a union 
meeting in Indianapolis: “It is not in 
the power of Judge Anderson or any 
other man to deny the right of men to 
quit their work whenever they want to 
quit.” 

Unions and union leaders all over 
the country denounced the strike man- 
date in the present strike. One Illinois 
miners’ union sent a message to Presi- 
dent Lewis of the Mine Workers pledg- 
ing full support in resisting the court 
order, which was characterized as “the 
raving of a maniac.” The Federation 
of Labor council at Washington issued 
a manifesto declaring the government 
proceedings to be “as unwarranted as 
they are unparalleled in the history of 
our country” and called on “not only 
the workers but all  liberty-loving 
Americans to repudiate them and de- 


’ 


mand redress.” The strike was declar- 
ed to be “justified” and the Federation 
“endorsed it” and asked everybody to 
support it and give it every aid. Also 
demand was made that the injunction 
be “withdrawn and the records cleans- 
ed from so outrageous a proceeding.” 


The point was made that the union 
leaders in calling the strike had sim- 
ply carried out the orders of the min- 
ers’ convention, representing the 500,- 
000 organized miners of the country; 
hence there was nothing they could 
do, as they were not authorized to call 
the strike off. In plain English the 
union rules were superior to all laws 
and the union leaders owed obedience 
only to those rules and not to the 
laws, the laws were mere scraps of 
paper. 

President Gompers said that the un- 
ions are in accord with the government 
as long as the government “followed 
a course of justice” but when any ad- 
ministration “fails to stand by the 
principles of democracy, then we have 
no alternative but to assert that free- 
dom must prevail against any tempor- 
ary administration.” He added that the 
unions “are not tied to any administra- 
tion” and that they reserve the right 
to “dissent from policies pursued.” 

If it was necessary for the leaders 
to go to jail, they were willing to do 
so, he said, rather than surrender to 
any authority which they didn’t ap- 
prove. The radical labor leaders at- 
tending the international labor con- 
ference in session at Washington under 
the provisions of the peace treaty gave 
assurance that the unions in other 
countries would lend full support to 
those in this country in their fight on 
the government. 

However, sanity prevailed and after 
the union leaders had held a secret 18- 
hour session at Washington in which 
the whole situation was heatedly dis- 
cussed, they announced that they had 
decided to surrender and obey the law. 
So they prepared an order canceling 
the strike and Judge Anderson O.K.-ed 
this order. Thus they admitted that 
they did have power to call the strike 
off, in spite of all they had said, and 
that the law was paramount to union 
action. 

There is much murmuring in union 
circles against this surrender of the 
leaders, who are charged with sacri- 
ficing the union interests in order to 
save themselves from going to jail. But 
this is foolish, as the leaders did the 
best thing in sight. Their fatal blun- 
der was when they backed a strike 
which was a breach of the law. Hav- 
ing once gone so far, there was no way 
for them to retreat without paying 
dearly for their rashness. 

Of course the rank and file of the 
workers will not have the same con- 
fidence in their leaders and their pronr- 
ises as they have had. The leaders 
tried to practice a colossal bluff on the 
nation, and their bluff was called. This 
necessarily means a great loss of union 
prestige and a lessening of what the 
Germans called the “will to win.” In 
this strike also the public have not 
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been with the strikers but against them. 
However, the people as a whole feel 
great sympathy for the miners and 
there is no question that public opinion 
will join in seeing that their grievances 
receive just consideration—but within 
the law and not outside it. 


Secretary of Labor Wilson at once 
issued a call for the mine operators 
and miners’ leaders to meet in a new 
conference at Washington with a view 
to reaching some equitable agreement. 
It is generally believed that both sides 
will now be in a better frame of mind 
to listen to reason and that a compro- 
mise which is fair to all will be 
brought about. 

The miners have paid dearly for the 
strike, as they have lost some $20,000,- 
000 in wages. Most of this loss can 
probably be made up by extra work, 
however. Under the war-time law 
there is a strike penalty which levies 
a fine of $1 a day for every day each 
miner is willfully idle. These fines, if 
collected, would amount to several mil- 
lion dollars more. 

Under the agreements in the soft- 
coal field, the mine operators have to 
keep out $1 a month from the wages 
paid to each miner and turn this mon- 
ey over to the union officers. The 
miners have nothing to say or do about 
this. The money goes into the big un- 
ion fund and is used to finance strikes, 
carry on unionization campaigns, pay 
salaries of union agents, etc. Such 
huge funds enable the unions to prac- 
tically make war ona large scale. 


During many years pefore the great 
war Germany had kept in the fortress 
of Spandau a special war fund in gold. 
This much-talked-of war fund was 
only about $30,000,000. The unions 
had a fund half that big with which to 
conduct the mine strike, so we can see 
how well prepared they were; but 
when the court forbade the distribu- 
tion of this money a severe blow to 
the scheme was dealt. 

There is some talk in congress of 
special legislation which will prohibit 
private organizations such as unions 
and other class groups from collecting 
large funds of this sort and employing 
them for purposes which are against 
the general welfare. There is no doubt 
that such funds in the hands of per- 
sons who are more or less unscrupu- 
lous and who do not have to render 
any public account of them, constitute 
a grave danger. More of this will be 
heard later. 


Senate Fixes Steel-Strike Blame. 

The steel strike is now beginning its 
third month. All that can be said of 
it is that it is not a failure and it is 
not a success. More and more of the 
strikers are defying the strike union 
leaders and going back to work. They 
have been used to drawing huge wages 
and they have ceased to see the fun in 
loafing and having no money to live on. 
The rosy promises of still higher wages 
held out by the leaders are not being 
fulfilled and are not going to be. Wages 
in the steel industry are already so 
big that the workers in other indus- 


tries do not look on the steel strike 
with much favor. 

The senate steel-strike investigation 
committee headed by Senator Kenyon 
of Iowa has made its report and this 
report is an important contribution to 
the case. The committee condemns all 
strikes as “industrial barbarism” and 
urges that orderly means for handling 
all labor disputes should be provided 
so as to avoid these costly interrup- 
tions of production. A plan for a per- 
manent mediation board is suggested— 
this board to have authority to inves- 
tigate industrial grievances and to an- 
nounce its conclusions, but having no 
power of compulsory arbitration. 

The steel workers have a just com- 
plaint, it is declared, in their demand 
that they should be represented by 
leaders of their own choosing who are 
to negotiate with the operators. But 
the men so chosen should not be radi- 
cals with anarchistic tendencies but 
men who believe in American princi- 
ples, it is declared. The report says 
that the I. W. W., Russian soviet and 
other revolutionary elements are pres- 
ent to an extent which brings discredit 
on the steel strike. The leadership of 
such men as Foster is severely con- 
demned and the unions are warned to 
purge themselves of such leaders. 

The wages in the steel industry were 
found satisfactory but the hours of 
work too long. When men work 12 
hours or more a day in a mill they 
have no time or energy to go to night- 
schools or otaerwise improve them- 
selves, the report points out. The Amer- 
icanization of ihe foreign workers is 
strongly urged. This would include 
the education of all Uliterates, the de- 
portation of aliens who fail to learn 
English within five years, the exclu- 
sion of anarchists and “all who would 
destroy the American government” and 
likewise under which government aid 
would be extended to workers seeking 
to buy homes. 

Only 10 to 15 per cent of the steel 
workers are now unionized, the com- 
mittee says. President Gary of the 
steel trust is blamed for not refusing 
to talk with the leaders who claimed 
to represent these unionized workers. 
And the unions are blamed for having 
such dangerous men as leaders. It is 
gratifying to note that the committee 
also makes mention of a “third party 
to all this controversy”—namely the 
public. Hitherto the public has been 
pretty much ignored, notwithstanding 
it has to foot all the bills. The unions 
and the operators are leagued together 
as against the public, though they con- 
tend with each other over the lion’s 
share of the spoils. 

Attorney-General Palmer, address- 
ing at Harrisburg a convention of offi- 
cials from all parts of Pennsylvania, 
said it will be a glad day for labor 
when it gets rid of such leaders as 
Foster and Maurer. “We can give the 
honest, patriotic working man no 
greater help than by preventing such 
men as these from accomplishing their 
thinly concealed revolutionary plans. 
This is a critical hour in the life of 


our country. The test is being made 
whether the government has the right 
and the power to protect all the peo- 
ple from a national disaster inflicted 


on them by a single group for its own 


advantage,” said he. Gov. Sproul ap- 
plauded Mr. Palmer’s words and said: 
“I never before knew a Quaker so 
courageous.” 

Foster and his henchmen were in- 
timidating the steel workers at Johns- 
ton, Pa., who wanted to go back to 
work, and they were run out of the 
city by the local officials and the citi- 
zens’ committee and told to stay away. 
The strike leaders are loudly demand- 
ing redress for this harsh treatment. In 
many places the strike pickets and 
strikers have attacked the loyal work- 
ers and injured them. Women have 
joined the rioters in some cases—one 
of their methods being to throw pep- 
per into the eyes of the officers while 
the men strike them from behind. 





Rounding up the “Red” Agitators. 

Our laws prohibit the entry into this 
country of persons who believe in an- 
archy and who are opposed to orderly 
government. When such people coine 
here they come under false pretenses, 
and the law provides that they may be 
taken in custody and sent back to the 
country from which they came. In spite 
of these laws however it is will known 
that there are many thousands of these 
“reds” among up. 

In the last few years the bulk of 
them have come from Russia, and it is 
these Russians who are now making the 
most trouble. They are supplied with 
plenty of money nd they carry on a 
propaganda that extends to every part 
of the country. While denouncing our 
laws, they take every advantage of 
them; and while presuming on our hos- 
pitality they seize every chance to de- 
stroy our inst* ‘ions. The worst of it 
is that they have been aided and abetted 
by many Americans of wealth and 
standing—public officials, professors, 
teachers and even ministers—who are 
imposed upon by the emotional side of 
the matter. 

Hardly a day passes that there,is not 
a bomb outrage in some part of the 
country, and at different times there 
have been concerted bomb plots direct- 
ed against high officials and other in- 
fluential people. Last summer one of 
these “red” agents dynamited the home 
of Attorney-General Palmer at Wash- 
ington and the attorney-general nar- 
rowly missed being killed. The per- 
petrator was blown to smithereens, and 
scraps from his body were plastered on 
houses and streets for a long way 
roundabout. But there is no security 
in the destruction of one or two of 
these nihilists, as there are always hun- 
dreds more where they came from. 

At last however our government is 
taking the matter in hand in earnest 
and is corraling the leaders of the 
“red” gangs. Simultaneous raids have 
just been conducted in scores of cities 
and towns, under instructions from the 
department of justice. Hundreds of cul- 
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prits were nabbed. Practically all of 
them are aliens, and the great majority 
of these are Russians. Large numbers 
are held for trial as criminal anarchists 
or for deportation. 

A large part of those arrested were 
agents of an organization known as the 
Union of Russian Workers, which was 
started in this country 12 years ago by 
a man named Szatow, who is now the 
head of the bolshevik police in Petro- 
grad. These “Russian Workers” are 
even more radical than the bolsheviks; 
in fact they go the absolute limit and 
propose to destroy every vestige of the 
existing “capitalistic” institutions so as 
to make way for their new society 
based on anarchism. 

The headquarters of the Russian so- 
viet in New York were raided and large 
quantities of seditious literature were 
seized. In many of the “red” nests, 
the officers found stores of explosives, 
ammunition and arms, as well as coun- 
terfeiting outfits and other contraband. 
A chain of “outlaw” labor unions, un- 
der the leadership of professional agita- 
tors, were unearthed. These gangs 
have made a regular business of or- 
ganizing “graft” strikes—calling strikes 
and then collecting large sums as black- 
mail, before they would call the strikes 
off. 

The “reds” of late have been very 
bold in proclaiming their doctrines. 
Even at the national capital itself the 
children of foreign parents have come 
to school and told the teachers about 
the coming revolution, when the poor 
immigrants were to take the homes and 
farms of the rich Americans and turn 
the latter out. Of late this movement 
has been fathered by the new Com- 
munist party, which was organized by 
the more violent Socialists and is head- 
ed by a man named Jvohn Reed. The 
government has had him in custody but 
it has let him escape and now he is in 
Russia. 

Manifestos put out by the communists 
tell very frankly what their doctrines 
and plans are. “The complete destruc- 
tion of private ownership and the state” 
is called for. The government “is un- 
necessary”, it says, for the workers are 
to be a law unto themselves and they 
are not to recognize any authority. 
Prisons are to be demolished and pris- 
oners liberated. All records and legal 
papers relating to private ownership, 
all line fences and all evidence of pri- 
vate property are to be destroyed. All 
bonds, mortgages, notes and other evi- 
dence of debt are also to be wiped out 
of existence. 

Military barracks, police stations etc. 
are to be blown up, and the chief offi- 
cials killed. The communists argue that 
as the “workers created all wealth” they 
have a right to do what they please 
with it. They are to move into the 
houses of the rich and “remove every- 
thing and everybody that stands in 
their way.” Then the proletariat unions 
are to run everything to suit themselves, 
and no other classes of people are to 
be -allowed any rights. All means of 
production will he monopolized by the 


unions or soviets. The revolutionists 
are warned that “in the work of de- 
struction they must be merciless, as the 
slightest weakness on their part” may 
be fatal. Small strikes are to be worked 
up into big strikes, and then the great 
revolt is to be started. Onc manifesto 
says that the communists “hate religion 
because it dulls the spirit with lying 
tales, takes away courage and faith in 
the power of man and covers every- 
thing with fog.” It concludes with the 
words: “We hate authority, that eternal 
preserver of slavery and foe of free- 
dom; we are anarchists.” 

Among the agitators bagged in New 
York was “Big Jim” Larkin, former 
head of the Irish transport workers’ 
union, who made so much trouble for 
the British government. The British 


finally got rid of him; our officials were 
so lax that they let him come here to 
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foment trouble and now the British will 
not take him back. These agitators are 
evidently more powerful than _ the 
strongest governments, and they have 
had such success in defying the high- 
est authorities that they have come to 
believe they can do anything and “get 
away with it.” 

Even in the supreme court such men 
are not without their champions, as was 
shown only this week when the case 
of Jacob Abrams and four other Rus- 
sians, who were convicted in New York 
for spreading anarchist literature, was 
up. The court as a whole upheld the 
convictions, but Justice Holmes and 
Brandeis took the side of the anarchists. 
The majority opinion showed that these 
Russians had lived in this country five 
to 10 years and yet had taken no steps 
to become American citizens; they had 
“urged the workers to rise up and put 
down by force the government of the 
United States”; they had themselves 
“owned that they were anarchists, rev- 
olutionists and rebels” and that they 
proposed to wipe out our existing in- 
stitutions. The minority justices ar- 
gued that these Russian agitators had 
as good a right to publish their an- 


archistic views as the most loyal citizen 
has to publish the constitution; “con- 
gress can not forbid all efforts | 
change the mind of the country”, :) 
was declared. 3 

We_can see how hard it is to 4 
anything against these revolutionary, 
agitators when they have friends ani 
defenders in the highest places. Never 
theless therc is in many quarters an 
insistent demand that this peril sha!) 
be met. Rabbi Simon, the eminent pas 
tor of the Washington synagog, ha 
issued a call to the American Legion 
and to every other patriotic agency t 
join in suppressing this revolutionar 
radical movement, which he says is de 
liberately designed to overthrow not 
only our government but practical) 
everything that goes to make up ou: 
civilization. 

Many of these radical agitators ar 
Hebrews who have cast off all restraint 
and become atheists and who make 
regular business of making war on es 
tablished society, just as the pirates of 
old did. Only these modern pirates 
don’t go to sea but operate right among 
us, defying our laws and sneaking be 
hind the constitution when they ar: 
assailed. Prominent Jews here and 
abroad are indignant because these in 
ternational apostate Jews, who repudi 
ate all religion, all governments and al! 
nations, are bringing such opprobrium 
on the race. 

Senator McKellar of Tenn., Dem., has 
introduced a bill to deal with the “reds’ 
by transporting them to some island ot 
the Philippines and making them stay 
there to enjoy one another’s company 
and practice their doctrines on them- 
selves. Most people agree that they are 
an international nuisance. No nation 
wants them. They are like the tramps 
who go from place to place, living off 
others, welcome nowhere but still tol- 
erated for some unaccountable reason. 


Berger Cast Out of Congress. 


By the splendid vote of 309 to 1, the 
house decided to expel Victor Berger, 
who was elected to congress from the 
Milwaukee district, as a Socialist. As 
he had been legally elected, he has 
been receiving the pay and emoluments 
of the office, though not holding a seat 
and being under sentence of 20 years 
imprisonment for violation of the es- 

ionage Jaw. The one solitary vote in 
nis favor was cast by Representative 
Voigt of his own state, a Republican of 
German birth who has quite a Socialist 
element in his district. This is the first 
time a member has been excluded for 
disloyalty since the Civil war. 

Many members made ringing speech- 
es in denunciation of Berger. Repre- 
sentative Dallinger of Mass., Rep., wao 
headed the investigation committee, 
said that Berger was “the one man who 
refused to male the Sociatist party an 
American jariy’. uring the war, when 
the supreme test was loyalty, this man 
showed himsel: disloyal. We was a 
“main moving spirit in undermining the 
American cause, and the head and front 
of the conspiracy to prevent the win- 
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ning of the war.” If he had taken 
arms against the country he could not 
have done half the harm that he did 
in this insidious way, said Mr. Dalling- 
er. Even if there were no precedents 
for expelling Berger, it was time to es- 
tablish such a precedent, he declared, 
and he rallied all the members to prove 
themselves patriots in this crisis. “The 
house expects it, the men who fought 
for their country in the great war ex- 
pect it and the entire nation expects 
it”, he urged. 

Mr. Monahan of Wis., Dem., second- 
ed this motion, on behalf of the loyal 
people of Wisconsin, who take no stock 
in such imported mischief-makers. “It 
would be no more unpatriotic to put 
the kaiser in the White House, Hinden- 
burg in charge of our army and von 
Tirpitz in charge cf our navy, when we 
were at war with Germany, than to vote 
to give Berger a seat in the house,” he 
declared. 

After the house voted to expel Berger, 
the place was declared vacant. J. P. 
Carney, Dem., who had the next largest 
number of votes after Berger, had put 
in a claim for the seat, but there was 
no rule under which he could be ad- 
mitted, as there was no question that 
Berger was elected and the only ques- 
tion was of his fitness. So the governor 
has called a special election for Dec. 
19 to fill-the vacancy. The Socialists 
threaten to put Berger up again, and 
they may be fools enough to do it, 
as their ideals; they have no use for 
decent people. 


Making Armistice Day a Holiday. 

The armistice with Germany went in- 
to effect Nov. 11, 1918, at 11 o’clock a. 
m. In other words it was the 11th hour 
of the 11th day of the 11th month of 
the year. Now behold what it says 
in the 11th verse of the 11th chapter 
of the 11th book of the Bible: 

“Wherefore the Lord said unto Solo- 
mon, for as much as this is done of thee, 
and thou hast not kept my covenant 
and my statutes, which I have com- 
manded thee, I will surely rend the 
kingdom from thee, and will give it to 
thy servant.” 

Scripture students have figured out 
that the kaiser’s number was 666 which 
also contains a few 11’s. Evidently there 
was something fateful for the kaiser 
in the number 11, and if he had been 
wise enough to have consulted that 11th 
verse of the 11th chapter of the 11th 
book of the Bible he might have been 
deterred from starting the war. Any- 
way, every time the 11th of November 
comes around he will be ponder over 
“what might have been”, and while the 
rest of the world is celebrating he will 
be torn with regrets. 

Armistice day was observed in this 
and other countries in different ways 
but without many formal ceremonies. 
At the convention of the American Le- 
gion, being held in Minneapolis, the 
assemblage rose as the clock struck 11 
and stood for a few moments in silent 
prayer. Then “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” broke forth. 


At Centralia, Wash., some I. W. W. 
agitators fired on a parade and four 
overseas soldiers were killed and a 
number of other persons injured. It 
is likely that some of “our best people”, 
including high officials and labor and 
other organizations, will do all they can 
to shield the offenders and to save them 
from punishment if they are convicted 
—as this is the usual course. One of 
the agitators was lynched. 

Nov. 11 was already a big holiday 
in Europe—St. Martin's day or the fete 
of Martinmas. St. Martin is the patron 
saint of the French city of Tours, 
which so many of our boys came to 
know during the war. He is also the 
patron saint of wine-growers, tavern- 
keepers and beggars. He was born in 
the fourth century, and was the son of 
a Roman officer serving in Hungary. He 
was bred a soldier but forsook that life 
to devote himself to religion. Even as 
a soldier he had shown his nobility, 
and one legend says he divided his 
cloak so as to share it with a beggar. 

In different parts of Europe St. Mar- 
tin’s memory is observed by many 
strange customs. In England the coun- 
try women parade the streets carry- 
ing images oi the Savior. In Ireland 
every family is supposed to kill an 
animal of some sort. In north Germany 
the children hide away jugs of water 
and call on St. Martin to change the 
water into wine. During the night the 
parents substitute wine for the water, 
and in the morning the children find 
their request fulfilled. In northern 
France the people claim the privilege 
of going mad on the eve of St. Martin’s, 
in honor of the fact that the saint’s 
lost ass was found near Dunkirk. The 
Danes and Saxons celebrated the day 
in feasting and carousing. 

One of the leading Episcopalian mag- 
azines suggests that if America wants 
a patron saint, St. Martin would be a 
likely candidate. He was an all-round 
man and if he had lived in our day 
he might have been what we call a good 
American—a man of action, having high 
ideals, versatile and democratic. 


Thanksgiving, Nov. 27. 

There is no law which provides tor 
a national Thanksgiving day; in fact 
congress has power in such matters 
only in federal territory and it is the 
states that have to decide them. But 
the custom has grown up for the pres- 
ident each year to appoint the last 
Thursday in November as Thanksgiv- 
ing, and the day so named is made a 
legal holiday by state action in all 
the states and by federal action in the 
District of Columbia. President Wilson 
this year issued a proclamation on the 
subject in which he said: 

“The season of the year has again 
arrived when the people of the United 
States are accustomed-to unite in giv- 
ing thanks to Almighty God for the 
blessings which he has conferred upon 
our country during the 12 months that 
have passed. A year ago our people 


-poured out their hearts in praise and 


thanksgiving that through divine aid 


the right was victorious and peace had 
come to the nations which had so 
courageously struggled in defense of 
human liberty and justice. Now that 
the stern task is ended and the fruits 
ot achievements are ours we look for- 
ward with confidence to the dawn of 
an era where the sacrifices of the na- 
tions will find recompense in a world 
at peace. 

“But to attain the consummation of 
the great work to which the American 
people devoted their manhood and the 
vast resources of their country they 
should, as they give thanks to God, re- 
consecrate themselves to those princi- 
ples of right which triumphed through 
his merciful goodness. Our gratitude 
can find no more perfect expression 
than to bulwark with loyalty and pa- 
triotism those principles for which the 
free peoples of the earth fought and 
died. 

“During the past year we have had 
much to make us grateful. In spite of 
the confusion in our economic life re- 
sulting from the war we have pros- 
pered. Our harvests have been plen- 
tiftul and of our abundance we have 
been able to render succor to less fa- 
vored nations. Our democracy re- 
mains unshaken in a world torn with 
political and social unresf. Our tra- 
ditional ideas are still our guides in 
the path ot progress and civilization. 

“These great blessings, vouchsafed to 
us, for which we devoutly give thanks, 
should arouse us to a fuller sense of 
our duty to ourselves and to mankind 
to see to it that nothing we may do 
shall mar the completeness of the vic- 
tory which we helped win. No selfish 
purpose animated us in becoming par- 
ticipants in the world war and with a 
like spirit of unselfishness we should 
strive to aid by our example and by 
our co-operation in realizing the en- 
during welfare of all peoples and in 
bringing into being a world ruled by 
friendship and good will. 

“Wherefore, 1, Woodrow Wilson, 
president of the United States of Amer- 
ica, hereby designate Thursday, the 
27th day of November, for observance 
as a day of thanksgiving and prayer 
by my fellow countrymen, inviting 
them to cease on that day from their 
ordinary tasks and to unite in their 
homes and in their several places of 
worship in ascribing praise and 
thanksgiving tc God the author of all 
blessings and the master of our desti- 
nies. In witness whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed.” 





Aftermath of the Elections. 

The political leaders have been put- 
ting their ear to the ground to learn 
if possible what it is that is coming. 
There is a portentous rumble in the air, 
and a feeling that strange things are 
soon to happen. Many new issues are 
putting an unusual degree of uncer- 
tainty into the political future. 

The labor issue is going to play a 
considerable part. Hitherto the labor 
leaders have avoided the policy of or- 
ganizing a separate labor party and 
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have relied on exercizing what control 
they could through the existing parties, 
mainly the Democratic. Now the Dem- 
ocratic administration, which had 
yielded practically every demand made 
by the unions up to this time, is taking 
a decided “reactionary” stand and is 
insisting that organized labor shall obey 
the law, the same as ordinary citizens. 
The unions, being thus turned down 
by both the big parties, may seek to 
wield the balance of power by starting 
up a third-party movement of their 
own for next year, or a fusion may be 
made with one of the radical or so- 
cialistic parties. 


Sound presidential timber in both the 
big parties is far from plentiful. Sen- 
ator Miles Poindexter of Wash. has 
come out on his own account announc- 
ing himself as a candidate for the 
Republican nomination—a_ thing .in- 
heard of before. Unlike his namesake 
Miles Standish, he decided not to trust 
his mission to anyone else but to speak 
for himself. He announces a high pro- 
gressive American stand—favors atten- 
tion to our own troubles before tackling 
those of the rest of the world, is down 
on alien slackers and “reds” and would 
expel or punish them, denounces gov- 
ernment by class or terrorism, declares 
that the country must be ruled by the 
people and not by combines of either 
capital or labor, and urges that direct 
taxes on articles of ‘consumption shall 
be abolished and replaced by duties on 
imports. 

Senator Poindexter’s announcement 
that he would like to come as presi- 
dent from Washington to Washington 
has not met with any great popular ac- 


claim so far and no heavy bets are be- 


ing placed on him. Senator Johnson of 
Calif., also has his hat in the ring for 
the G. O. P. nomination; but the lead- 
ing Republicans are not keen in his 
favor. It is conceded that the West 
must have more recognition than hith- 
erto, but the president-makers prefer 
men who stand a better chance to carry 
the great populous states of the East 
and middle West, with their broadsides 
of votes in the electoral college. The 
Johnson followers threaten to nominate 
him anyway, if the Republican conven- 
tion turns him down. 


There is quite a movement among 
conservative Republicans and Demo- 
crats in favor of the nomination of 
Taft, who has made many new friends 
by the way he has fought to save the 
peace treaty and the league of nations. 
Taft is a real statesman and he would 
no doubt be a very safe man but he has 
also lost some friends by his course on 
the peace treaty; also the fact that he 
was defeated once so decisively would 
give him a bad start, and it virtually 
takes him off the list. 

Gen. Pershing and Gen. Wood both 
have many strong friends, but they 
are not very well known by the people 
and they are regarded as uncertain 
quantities. However if these strikes 
and other disturbances should grow 
worse, it is possible that one of these 
able military men would be forced to 


the front as the embodiment of strong 
nationalism, as Grant was after the 
Civil war. 

The liquor issue is something which 
is still troubling the political leaders. 
It is a quite common assertion that the 
3,200,000 soldiers who served in the war 
may be disposed to take revenge for 
prohibition by voting “contrary”. Pres- 
ident Wilson is deliberately casting his 
lot with the “wets”, and he sent his 
congratulations to E. I. Edwards, who 
was chosen governor of New Jersey 
on a platform which binds him to 
“make the state as wet as the Atlantic 
ocean” —if he can do it. 


Governor-elect Edwards says he will 
use only lawful means to defeat the 
“dry” movement; congress in the re- 
cent act defined intoxicating liquors as 
anything containing over one-half of 
one per cent of alcohol, but the next 
congress may make the limit 10 per 
cent, he says. Nevertheless there is a 
feeling among the better classes of peo- 
ple all over the country, especially in 
church and similar circles, that the 
president has not picked the winner 
in this race and that he has made a 
serious mistake in lending his counte- 
nance to the “boozers”. 

The prohibition enforcement act may 
yet prove to have more than the legal 
amount of “kick” in it. Federal Judge 
Learned Hand, whose name seems to 
bespeak wisdom, has just said in a de- 
cision that there is “very great doubt” 
in his mind as to the valdity of this act 
—but until the supreme court declares 
it invalid it has to be enforced. 

The suffrage leaders say that nearly 
15,000,000 women voters will come into 
the franchise so as to take part in next 
vear’s elections. They will constitute a 
new factor in the equation and they 
have the power to upset all plans of 
mice and men. They may vote just as 
their “men-folks” do and thus not ma- 
terially alter the proportions—and again 
they may show their power by voting 
to suit themselves. They are a force 
which is labeled “TNT” and the poli- 
ticians will handle them with care. 

The old progressive-radical elements 
in the Northwest, who are now rallying 
round the Non-Partisan League, and 
similar organizations, are another ex- 
plosive mixture, Like the constituents 
that go to make up an explosive, they 
are innocent and harmless in them- 
selves, but when brought into contact 
as they now are, anything is liable to 
happen, and nobody knows where the 
damage would stop if they “let go”. 
Gov. Frazier of N. Dak. is being pushed 
as their presidential candidate. How- 
ever, the people are now learning rap- 
idly in the school of hard knocks and 
after another year of agitation no doubt 
they will be in shape to cast their bal- 
lots so as to represent their candid con- 
victions, and that is all we can ask in 
a democracy. 

A number of Democrats are receptive 
toward the presidential nomination, but 
they are holding back until the presi- 
dent says more positively that he will 
not stand for a third term. Champ 


——. 


Clark of Mo. has a sort of residuary in- 
terest in the nomination, as he had a 
majority in the first convention that 
nominated Wilson and he was then 
given the promise that it would be his 
turn next time. He stands very strong 
among certain elements not only in 
his own party but the Republican party. 
Gov. Cox. of Ohio is being frequently 
mentioned as a likely man to head the 
Democratic ticket, and he has a num- 
ber of things in his favor, including the 
fact that he comes from a powerful 
state which is politically close. 

With the recent object-lessons be- 
fore them, it is hardly likely that either 
of the big parties will make the mistake 
of putting up candidates who lean to 
radicalism. The solid phalanxes of the 
people have shown that they are not 
going to support the ultra-radicals. Buf- 
falo is a city in which there is a very 
large proportion of foreign-born peo- 
ple; yet at the recent primaries only 
400 votes out of a total of 54,000 were 
cast for the Communist or “red” ticket. 

In Jacksonville, Fla., the firemen 
unionized, put on the labor-union col- 
Jar and then struck, leaving the city 
unprotected from fire. The authorities 
at once reorganized the fire department 
and left the deserters out in the cold. 
An issue was made of it, but the people 
at the election upheld the law-and-or- 
der ticket by a huge margin. The vot- 
ers in Massachusetts, as we know, ran 
up an unprecedented majority for Cool- 
idge, Rep., on this same issue of law 
and order and unionism, and this is 
another proof that the great reserve 
forces of red-blooded A:nericanism can 
be depended on to wipe out any move- 
ment of this sort when the time comes. 

Senator King of Utah, Dem., says he 
has never scratched the Democratic 
ticket in his life but that if he could 
have got away from the senate he 
would have gone to Massachusetts to 
speak for the Republican ticket, as he 
considers the law-and-order issue to be 
more vital than anything else, and he 
was highly pleased at the well-merited 
defeat of his party ticket in this crucial 
case. Senator Re.d of Mo., commenting 
on the election resuits, said that they 
were discouraging from the partisan 
Democratic point of view, as the only 
places where the party had saved any- 
thing was where they had gone in for 
“free booze” and c>posed law enforce- 
ment. 

Representative Madden of Ill., Rep., 
declared that the Massachusetts result 
was very significant and that it showed 
that the law-and-order and American- 
ism issues would largely dominate in 
next year’s campaign. Senator Hitch- 
cock of Nebr., the Democratic leader 
in the senate, cwned that he was “grat- 
ified at the outcome in Massachusetts.’ 
Representative Ferris of Okla., chaiw- 
man of the Democratic congressional 
committee, said the returns were “not 
all that could be hoped for” but that the 
“wet” victory in New Jersey gave the 
party some consolation. 

The Republican successes in New 
York were greater than at first re- 
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ported, The New York World, the lead- 
ing Democratic paper of the country, 
calls the result there a “sensational re- 
buke to the Democratic organization” 
and a “revolt against Tammany”. The 
so-called “Tammany Hall” society is an 
old society Democratic organization 
that hascontrolled the city of New York, 
with only a few let-ups, for generations. 
F. H. LaGuardia, a Republican member 
of congress who served as an airman in 
the war, was chosen president of the 
board of aldermen, and the evil control 
that the Tammany boss Murphy had 
on the city government is broken. This 
means that thousands of fat offices and 
rich contracts which have been given 
to the Tammany henchmen will now 
go to men who will serve the people 
and not Tammany. 

The World approves the victory of 
Judge Newburger. He was a Democrat 
who had served honorably but was 
turned down by the Tammany boss, 
as the World says, “because he wanted 
the place for the youthful son of Sam- 
uel Untermyer”. Newburger was then 
put up by the Republicans and he was 
triumphantly elected, with Democratic 
help, on a good-government ticket. The 
World says that a large number of peo- 
ple voted the Socialist ticket as a pro- 
test against the rottenness of Tammany 
rule, and the result was there will be 
five Socialists in the next state legis- 
lature, in place of two. The Republicans 
made heavy gains in the legislature. All 
these gains were made at the expense of 
the Democrats, who thus come out with 
only 35 men in the legislature while 
the Republicans have 110. 

G. R. Lunn was chosen mayor of 
Schenectady. He had a checkered ca- 
reer. He was a minister who was twice 
elected mayor as a Socialist; then he 
turned Democratic and was sent to 
Congress, and now he is to be mayor 
again. He became disgusted with the 
Socialists when they insisted on dictat- 
ing absolutely what he should do in 
office, regardless of his oath or the 
rights of the people. 

The contest for governor in Maryland 
was exceedingly close. Out of a total 
of 225,000 votes, Ritchie, Dem., appears 
to have been elected by a margin of 
100 to 200. When errors are corrected 
the result may be changed. The Re- 
publicans claim that their candidate 
was elected and they threaten te con- 
test the result. But as the legislature 
would decide the contest and that body 
is Democratic, the chances are that 
Ritchie will be inaugurated. The “wets” 
claim that they will control the legisla- 
ture. 

The results on the liquor question 
were so close in the different states 
where it was an issue that there is 
little for either side to crow ovér. The 
margin of votes on the four “dry” 
propositions in Ohio has swung back 
and forth and it may be that the official 
count will have to be passed on by the 
courts before the actual results can be 
known. 

Forty-five states have ratified the fed- 
eral prohibition amendment by action 





of the legislature. But referendums to 
the people were decided on in 11 states. 
Ohio was the first to vote; Maine will 
vote on it next September and the other 
nine referendum states will vote next 
November. John Barleycorn therefore 
has only the remotest possible chance 
of a respite, but he is clinging to that 
chance desperately. 

Kentucky, which was formerly one 
of the leading whisky states of the 
country, voted for state-wide prohibi- 
tion at this election by a substantial 
majority—which leads the Washington 
Post to quote, as the last words of 
John Barleycorn, the lament: “Et tu, 
Brute” (And thou, Brutus)—the words 
that Caesar addressed to his old friend 
Brutus when he drove his dagger into 
him. Morrow, Rep., won the victory 
for governor in Kentucky, thus causing 
about the worst shock the Democratic 
leaders had. 


Representative Langley of Ky., Rep., 
attributes the outcome to “the unpopu- 
larity of the Wilson administration”, 
and he thinks it is “a forerunner of a 
large increase in the Republican rep- 
resentation in the electoral college and 
congress next year.” Morrow came out 
against the league of nations, while 
Black, the Democratic candidate, urged 
it and pleaded for a vote which would 
“vindicate the president.” 

“Worse and more of it,” was all that 
could be said when the returns came 
in from the fifth congressional district 
of Oklahoma, where a special election 
was being held to fill a vacancy. This 
contest was waged strictly on the league 
of nations and the Wilson administra- 
tion as the issue. Here was a district 
in which the Democrats normally had 
an advantage of about 5000. But never- 
theless this time a Republican—J. W. 
Harreld— was elected, according to the 
present figures—which may be altered 
by the final count, as the margin is 
narrow. 


Except for those mentally and moral- 
ly blind people who refuse to read the 
handwriting on the wall, therefore, the 
elections results indicate diminishing 
prospects for the Democrats and their 
policies. Unless all signs fail, their 
days are numbered. However, many 
things may happen within the next year 
and it would be a rash person who 
would prophesy with assurance how the 
elections of next November will result. 

The business of the Pathfinder is to 
record and interpret events, whatever 
they may be, It is interested in politics 
only to the extent of putting all the 
facts before the people,,so that when 
they register their verdict it will rep- 
resent their calm judgment, based on 
knowledge and not on ignorance or 
prejudice. We say frankly that the 
prospects now favor the Republicans. 
Four years ago we said they favored 
the Bemocrats—and time proved that 
our size-up was correct. 

We never prophesy merely accord- 
ing to our own feelings, but we aim to 
analyze the events of past and present 
and from them to judge what is likely 


to result from these causes. Just as a 
trained physician can diagnose a dis- 
ease correctly, so we, proceeding in 
the same way, can generally forecast 
political events. Whenever things come 
to pass which alter the prospects, we 
revise our forecasts accordingly. | 

The partisan always predicts victory 
for his own side no matter what the 
facts may be, and so no dependence 
can be placed on him. The Pathfinder 
makes perpetual war on false prophets, 
and it can’t afford to be a false prophet 
itself.

You may 
read many things in the Pathfinder 
which do not bolster up your own side, 
but even then you will be the gainer 
by knowing what is being offered on 
that side. The days when people could 
act blindly and trust in luck are past.

Another Proposed Money Reform. 

In all times of financial stress, people 
cudgel their brains to think up some 
way of improving our money system. 
We all know that our present dollar is 
not worth more than 50 cents on the 
average, as compared with five years 
ago. This actual depreciation of the 
dollar is in large measure accountable 
for the high prices. The purchasing 
power of the dollar goes up and down. 
at different times almost as much as 
the mercury in the thermometer does. 

Every time it moves a degree it 
means a loss for many people, and it 
may mean a gain for some others. The 
losses are not necessarily inflicted on 
the bad members of society, nor are the 
gains always given to the worthy ones. 
There is so much chance involved in it 
that it amounts to a very big sort of 
gambling game. 


It is obvious that if we could have a 
dollar that would be stable, it would be 
fairer to all classes. Then a person 
would know that the dollar he earned 
this year would be worth the same 
amount, in purchasing power, a year 
or many years hence, and he would not 
be under the constant fear of being 
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wiped out by mere changes in the 
money market. 

Gold was selected as the basis of 
money, as it was a durable metal and it 
was so scarce that there was little dan- 
ger of its ever being produced in large 
quantities and thus made too common. 
But we know that gold itself fluctuates 
greatly in value—that is in purchas- 
ing power. An ounce of gold today will 
purchase only half as much of other 
products, on the average, as it would 
before the war. Gold is the one thing in 
the world that has been cheapened by 
the war, and everybody who has any- 
thing that is based on gold value has 
been mulcted to the extent of half 
his holdings. 

We have before this reviewed the 
plan proposed by Prof. Irving Fisher of 
Yale, for a dollar that will always have 
the same purchasing power. Under his 
plan our dollar would be based on gold, 
but no gold dollars would be actually 
issued. Each month the amount of gold 
in the dollar would be adjusted, to keep 
pace with the changes in the prices of 
commodities. The result would be that 
a dollar would always buy the same 
amounts of goods and. thus its value 
would be constant. 

The scheme however would not rem- 
edy the situation entirely, for the Fish- 
er dollar would be based on the average 
price of all ordinary commodities. 
Wheat for instance might still go up and 
down and thus the purchasing power 
of the dollar in respect to any given 
article or any individual citizen would 
be no more stable than it is now. 

Charles H. Heath of Wollaston, Mass., 
submits to the Pathfinder a plan for a 
dollar based on what is produced by 
labor. A strict account would be kept 
of how many hours each worker work- 
ed each day, and at the end of the week 
or month the government weuld issue 
to each one an equivalent amount of 
currency. The rate of wage per hour 
would be regulated so that if he kept 
busy he could be sure of having all the 
necessities and some of the luxuries of 
life. And if there was a surplus of com- 
modities produced under this system 
then the hours of labor could be reduc- 
ed, instead of allowing overproduction. 

Large government warehouses would 


take the place of the present stores, and 


all commodities produced by labor 
would pass through these institutions. 
Those who were sick or unable to work 
would receive the same amount of cur- 
rency as the workers, on presenting 
the facts of the case to the proper au- 
thorities. Every person would be given 
work according to his ability, and 
whether he worked in a ditch or in an 
office his compensation would be 
enough to enable him to keep up the 
American standard of living. 

Mr. Heath says: “It seems to me this 
plan will kill the god of Mammon and 
restore the god of Humanity. Every 
thinking man knows this must come, 
whether by evolution or revolution. If 
our foodstuffs and other products are 
not conserved and distributed equally, 
according to the hours of labor, the red 
hand of revolution will seize us as it 


has seized other nations. We all know 
a new party is going to be formed to 
meet the demands of industrial democ- 
racy. I think this plan would lay the 
foundation for such a party.” 

This sounds plausible, but the plan 
lacks practical qualities. If money were 
handed out to everybody on the basis 
of the number of hours they put in, it 
would encourage time-killing; they 
would be tempted to get in as much 
time as possible and accomplish as lit- 
tle with it as possible. This is the 
wrong principle. Wages should be 
based mainly on production, not pri- 
marily on time. By rewarding produc- 
tion we encourage people to make the 
most of their time, and this means that 
there will be more products for every- 
body to share. 

Also any plan which puts all human- 
ity on a level and gives the same re- 
wards to the shiftless and incapable 
as to the diligent and skillful is against 
the interests of civilization. Such a 
system would reward the _ ne’er-do- 
wells, at the expense of the hard work- 
ers, and the result would inevitably be 
that the hard workers would eventual- 
ly become disgusted and quit. As it is 
the hard workers who have made the 
world what it is and have given us all 
the wonderful things we now enjoy, it 
would be fatal to human progress to 
adopt any “leveling-down” scheme. 

The worker must be guaranteed the 
fruits of his labor, and if he feels that 
an undue share of his output is being 
appropriated by others he will not con- 
tinue to do his best. The money system 
has very little to do with the ills of 
mankind; if we were to do away with 
all money right now, our troubles 
would still be with us. For centuries 
people have sought to bring millennial 
conditions by reforming the money sys- 
tem, but nothing has ever been done 
which yielded the slightest success. 
The money question makes a good is- 
sue for the politicians and something 
for the visionaries to talk about, but 
there is nothing in it for humanity as 
a whole. 

Mr. D. Holaday, of Omaha, ironically 
suggests a plan “for making everybody 
rich, so no-one will have to work.” 
He says that the government can just 
as easily print $20,000 bills as $20 ones, 
and that if this money were distributed 
to all comers, in any quantities they 
wanted, everybody would always have 
their pockets full and then they could 
pay any prices that were asked and 
could enjoy every luxury that heart 
could desire. He adds that all he 
would ask for making this suggestion 
would be to be given twice as much as 
anybody else had. Ridiculous as this 
proposition is, it is about as practical 
as some of the plans that have been 
brought forward at different times to 
redeem the people from the rule of the 
money devil. 


Suffrage Amendment Gains. 
Strikes and lockouts, the peace treaty 
and the league of nations, the visit of 
the king of Belgium nor even the na- 
tion’s entertainment of the Prince of 


Wales, who is a bachelor, are issues 
weighty enough to interfere with the 
progress that women are making in 
their suffrage drive. Ratification of the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment hasn’t 
even been temporarily delayed. No sin-* 
gle month has passed since it was pass- 
ed by congress but has seen some addi- 
tional states swing into line. 

The measure is designed to give 
women of the country suffrage rights 
on a basis equal to that which the male 
voters enjoy. The bill was passed by 
congress last June. Under the consti- 
tution it becomes necessary for three- 
fourths of the states of the union to 
ratify an amendment before it becomes 
a law so when 36 states have signified 
by vote of their legislatures that the 
suffrage amendment is agreeable it will 
go into effect and become a part of the 
constitution. 

So far 19 states have acted favorably 
on it,or over half the number that are 
required. Several of the state legisla- 
tures were in session when the bill was 
passed and some of them put their 
stamp of approval on it without delay. 
Wisconsin and Michigan were the first 
to act. Within a week Kansas, Ohio, 
New York and Illinois had followed 
suit. The other 13 accepted the amend- 
ment in the following order: Pennsyl- 
vania, Massachusetts, Texas, Iowa, Miss- 
ourl, Arkansas, Montana, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, New Hampshire, Utah, Cal- 
ifornia and Maine. 

Suffragists are making a drive to 
have enough states pass the bill to make 
it a law in time for women to take 
part in the primaries and party con- 
ventions preceding the 1920 elections. 
In order to accomplish this it is nec- 
essary for special sessions to be called 
in several states. Two special sessions 
at which the amendment will be voted 
on are scheduled to be called this 
month, those of Nevada and Colorado. 
It is also stated that the governor of 
Idaho has declared his intention of 
calling a special ratification session be- 
fore Thanksgiving. 


The 1920 Census. 


The 14th decennial census of the 
United States is scheduled to begin 
Jan. 1, 1920. Congress has general 
control of this work but the imme- 
diate direction of it is in the hands of 
the head of the census office. A super- 
visor is appointed for each state and 
several hundred inspectors will be es- 
tablished in various cities throughout 
the country to direct the work of the 
enumerators in each sub-district. 

These enumerators must visit per- 
sonally all the families and dwelling 
houses in their respective districts and 
obtain all the information which is re- 
quired by the act of congress. The 
questions asked include age, sex, color 
and ability to read and write as well 
as those relating to commerce, agricul- 
ture, manufactures, resources of the 
country, productions and many others 
that cover matters of interest regard- 
ing the population and products. Per- 
sons visited are required to answer the 
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questions asked them and a penalty of 
$30 is fixed for each refusal. 

Taking a national census is not a 
simple matter and a vast army of work- 
ers will be needed®to accomplish it. 
It is estimated that about 90,000 enum- 
erators will be used for field work and 
additional clerks to the number of 
about 4,500 will be employed at Wash- 
ington. Not everyone who applies for 
these jobs, however, will be given an 
appointment. Uncle Sam has to be 
careful who he hires and everyone will 
have to pass a test unless he is already 
in the pay of the government. 

Most of the additional clerks for the 
work in Washington will be recruited 
from other bureaus and departments, 
preference being given in making these 
transfers to those who have been long- 
est in the service. Thousands of war 
workers at the capital city who were 
appointed only temporarily will by 
this shifting about be able to remain 
longer in the government service than 
they otherwise would. 


Appointments for field work—that is 
the work of enumeration—will be fill- 
ed largely by ex-service men. A bill, 
known as the veteran preference bill, 
has been passed specifying that pref- 
erence either in the field service or as 
clerk to fill the vacancies at Washing- 
ton will be given to discharged sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who are 
qualified. A widow of a service man 
or the wifeeof one who is disabled will 
also be given preference under the same 
provision. 

It is. believed that the new census 
will show a population in the country 
of between 105,000,000 and 110,000,000. 
The-number of foreign-born will prob- 
ably not show the usual percentage 
of increase because of the large emigra- 
tion at the outbreak of the war, the un- 
expected emigration that followed the 
armistice and the almost complete ces- 
sation of immigration during the four 
and one-half years of conflict. From 
1900 to 1910 the foreign-born element 
increased considerably faster than the 
native population in spite of the fact 
that the native population includes the 
children of the foreign-born. Some of 
the bureau officials have expressed the 
fear that difficulty will be had in ques- 
tioning the non-English-speaking peo- 
ple because many of them will refuse 
to give names and data for fear that 
the information is being obtained for 
draft purposes similar to those carried 
out during the war. 

A change in the character of the alien 
additions to the population was ob- 
served in the 1910 census. In 1900 for- 
eigners from England, Ireland, France, 
Switzerland, Belgium, Luxemburg, Hol- 
land and the Scandinavian countries 
comprised about 65 per cent of the 


whole number of immigrants. In 1910 
the immigrants from these countries 
had dropped to less than 50 per cent. 
The percentage of foreigners over 10 
years old who could not speak English 
had increased in this decade from about 
12 to over 42. 

The proportion of the negro popula- 
tion of the country is expected to have 
declined. This supposition is based on 
decreases observed in former censuses 
but it does not indicate, it is pointed 
out, that the colored population as a 
whole has fallen off but that the white 
population is increasing faster than 
the negroes. Recent censuses have 
shown that the proportion of married 
people has increased from decade to 
decade. It is expected therefore that 
the 1920 census will also bear this out, 
as well as show some change in the 
ratio of males to females. 


Considerable interest is attached to. 
the census of rural communities and 
the department of agriculture is assist- 
ing the bureau in preparing for it. 
Formerly it was the custom to begin 
this part of the work April 1. The fact 
that farmers are always busy at this 
~eriod of the year was considered this 
ume, however, and in order to more 
fully meet their convenience the time 
was changed to begin Jan. 1. Farmers 
are advised to acquaint themselves on 
all matters on which they will be ques- 
tioned. In a general way these will 
cover farm acreage, incumbrances, val- 
ues and expenses, uses of land and the 
amount idle, drainage, live stock, farm 
implements and fruit and forest prod- 
ucts. 

The last census showed a big in- 
crease in the value of farm products, 
far greater in proportion than the in- 
crease in quantity produced. This 
shows that food prices were rising 
even prior to the beginning of the 
war and that other forces have been at 
work to effect their upward tendency. 
One of these causes, it may be said, is 
the drift of the sons and daughters of 
farmers to the cities. Just so long as 
the cities continue to gather up the 
young people of rural communities so 
long will the demand for foodstuffs in- 
crease and the prices tend upward. 
The need of the hour is not more farms 
or better farms but more and better 
farmers. 

It is the belief of bureau experts that 
the 1920 census will show an increase 
of about 1,000,000 farms since 1910. If 
this estimate is correct there will be 
approximately 7,300,000 farms in the 
country which will have to produce 
foodstuffs enough to feed some 105,- 
000,000 people besides furnishing sup- 
plies for export to feed the millions 
across the seas that are dependent on 
us. The scarcity of farm help, how- 


ever, has in a big measure been met by 
improvements in farm machinery. The 
most recent advance is the extension 
of the use of the farm tractor. Years 
ago this implement was used only on 
the great farms of the West. Now many 
farmers in the East are finding it prof- 
itable. 

Some change in the location of the 
center of population is expected. In 
1910 it was placed at Bloomington, 
Ind., but recent increases in the popu- 
lation of many western states indicate 
that it has moved further toward the 
geographical center of the country. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


The following has been recommended 
as a good sunburn lotion: Stir into half a 
pint of hot water a level tablespoonful of 
boric acid powder. Add 20 drops of car- 
bolic acid and shake well. The solution 
should be dabbed on the inflamed skin 
with a. small piece of cotton or sprayed 
with an atomizer every hour if conven- 
ient. It should not be rubbed into the 
skin. If no medicine is available cold 
compresses will give relief. 


Dill pickles can be made by the follow- 
ing recipe: Wash the cucumbers; put a 
layer of salt in a pickle crock, then a layer 
of grape leaves, then a layer of cucum- 
bers packed tightly. Sprinkle with salt 
and lay in two or three whole peppers and 
a sprinkling of dill seeds. Finish with a 
layer of cucumbers and on top of them a 
layer of dill, grape leaves and a few 
slices of rye bread. A few cherry leaves 
and grape-vine tendrils will give variety 
to the flavor. Cover with cold water, 
weight down with a plate and stone, tie a 
paper over the crock and leave fo: 12 days 
when the pickles will be ready for eating. 





An effective remedy for cLigger bites és 
a salt bath taken within two or three 
hours after the exposure to prevent irri- 
tation and suffering. Common salt should 
be dissolved in ‘the water and a strong 
soap used freely. If irritation has already 
set in and red spots appear they should 
be rubbed with ammonia or a strong solu- 
tion of cooking soda. If suffering is se- 
vere the spots should be brushed lightly 
with iodine. 





To candy the peelings of citrus fruit: 
Put orange, lemon or grapefruit skins in 
salt for keeping. When ready to candy 
wash them in fresh water and boil until 
tender. Cut into small pieces and boil in 
thick syrup until transparent. Lift from 
the syrup, allow to drain and roll in pow- 
dered sugar.

FRANCE. 

U. S. Army Goods Sell Cheap. What 
appear to be some wonderful bargains 
are being offered by the French gov- 
ernment, out of the stock of army goods 
purchased from the United States. For 
instance fur-lined overcoats are quoted 
at 60 cents and rubber boots at 46 cents. 
Army shoes will sell at $2.80 and khaki 
trousers at 68 cents, Presumably these 
are “reclaimed” goods—that is con- 
demned or used articles. 


$75,000 for Painting. Some time ago 
a portrait of the Belgian priest De 
Schulter was sold at an auction in Paris 
for $75. The auctioneer attributed the 
work to an obscure artist but the pur- 
chaser, believing otherwise, submitted 
it to a number of experts who pro- 
nounced it to be one of the finest speci- 
mens of Rembrant’s art known to be in 
existence. Now the owner has been 
offered $75,000 for it. 


Influenza in Paris. Paris is visited 
by a new variety of the influenza call- 
ed “Italian grip”. It is attended by vio- 
lent headache, a feeling similar to sea- 
sickness, intense fatigue and a hacking 
cough. Doctors do not regard it so 
dangerous as the Spanish influenza. 


Large Families in France. Twelve 
thousand French families have applied 
for the grant of 25,000 francs from the 
fund established by Theodore Cognace, 
a wealthy merchant, to assist French 
families with nine or more children. 
Ninety grants are to be made yearly, to 
pay for the schooling of the children 
or their establishment in trades. 


AUSTRIA. 

Much Suffering in Vienna. What was 
once a city of gayety with few equals 
in the world is now a place of utter 
gloom. Five years ago Vienna had hopes 
of being the capital of one of the fore- 
most nations on the globe. Today she 
is reduced to poverty with scarcely 
enough food to keep her people from 
starving. 

“We have been rendered absolute 
beggars,” the burgomaster told a press 
correspondent a few days ago. “There 
is nothing but despair facing us. Method- 
ical provisioning of Vienna ceased 
months ago. All of the stocks of entente 
origin have been exhausted and no new 
contracts have been made because this 
is impossible for lack of credits. 

“Our meat ration recently was fixed 
at three ounces per capita weekly, but 
even this amount is unavailable, and 
intervals of weeks frequently occur be- 
tween meat distributions. Fresh milk 
is available only for infants, and for 
them only in very limited quantities. 
Eggs, beans, sugar, coffee and potato 
supplies have been exhausted. 

“Clothing and shoes are a nonexistent 


quantity for the masses. Factories pro- 
ducing substitutes of paper or fiber for 
clothing have been closed for lack of 
coal. Our citizens are herded like cat- 
tle, 75 per cent of the families in the 
city now living in one or two rooms.” 
By the acceptance of the peace treaty 
it is hoped that the hardships and suf- 
fering will find partial relief through 
supplies from other countries. An ap- 
peal for American food has been made. 
Public kitchens will be established for 
feeding the people this winter; it is 
believed that fully 1,000,000 people in 
the city will have to be fed daily. 
Many Viennese families who spent 
the summer in the country sought to 
remain there to escape the suffering 
that prevailed in the capital city. Pro- 
vincial authorities blocked this, how- 
ever, by issuing expulsion decrees 
which compelled the crowds to return 
to the city. It was feared that the. 
presence in the country districts would 
endanger the winter food supply. 


To Auction Hapsburg Art. Authori- 
ties are planning to sell at auction the 
centuries old accumulation of art ob- 
jects formerly owned by the Hapsburg 
dynasty. The collection includes paint- 
ings, rare manuscripts, Gobelin tapes- 
tries, goldsmith’s and _ silversmith’s 
works by the most famous Italian jew- 
elers, old oriental porcelain and a 
quantity of historical funitures. The 
whole collection is valued at around 
$21,000,000. Only a part of it will be 
sold at this time, however, it is said. 
The auction will probably held at Lon- 
don. The proceeds will go toward buy- 
ing food for the inhabitants of the 
country. 


PORTUGAL. 

Troops Guard Lisbon. The capital of 
Portugal was the scene of military ac- 
tion the other day. Portuguese syn- 
dicalists, angered because some of their 


number had been sent to trial for riot- - 


ing, formed themselves into a mob and 
marched to the prison where their 
friends were confined, shouting “Long 
live anarchy” and declaring that they 
would take the prison by storm. Troops 
summoned to disperse the mob arrested 
over 100 persons. Soldiers with machine 
guns occupied strategical points in the 
city throughout the night.

CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. 


Priests Oppose Celibacy. A number 
of Czech Catholic priests have been 
excommunicated by the Archbishop of 
the diocese for marrying. The popu- 
lace in general supports the priests in 
their disobedience to the rules of the 
church and a petitition to abolish the 
law of celibacy for the clergy of 
Czecho-Slovakia has been presented to 
the pope. Although inhabitants of the 


country are affiliated with the Roman 
Catholic church they were once largely 
Protestant and the idea of priests mar- 
rying was never objected to. The Ru- 
thenes who are coming under the re- 
public also have a married clergy, a 
fact which tends to increase sentiment 
throughout the country in favor of it. 
Formerly bishops of entirely Slav dio- 
cese were appointed from the ruling 
races—Germans and Magyars—and the 
usual hostility of these prelates to the 
sentiments of the population caused a 
strong antipathy to arise. Czechs are 
now urging the pope to appoint Slav 
bishops for bishoprics that have Slav 
populations, 


Ammunition Plant Nationalized. The 
Skoda arms and ammunition plant, lo- 
cated near Pilson in Bohemia, has been 
nationalized. A council of six Czechs 
and three Frenchmen was named to 
supervise its management. The famous 
Austrian howitzers, one of the most 
effective heavy artillery weapons used 
by the central powers in the war, were 
made here. 


JUGO-SLAVIA. 


Bronze Slab Removed. The great 
bronze slab at Sarajevo, Bosnia, which 
marked the place where the bomb fell 
which killed the Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand of Austria and his royal consort 
has been removed by the Jugo-Slav gov- 
ernment. The tablet stood in the mid- 
dle of the roadway and was placed 
there by the Austrians. 


SPAIN. 


King’s Health Poor. King Alfonso is 
in France and it is reported that he 
will also visit England before returning 
to his own country. The king’s health 
has been a matter of concern to his 
physicians for some time and it was 
advised that he take a rest from his 
official duties. The nation is suffering 
internal troubles which are traced to 
the growth of republicanism. Most of 
the unrest originated from republics 
of South America, it is believed. 


Madrid Has Subway. An electric sub- 
way line, the first one in the city, was 
opened in Madrid a few days ago. The 
work was directed by Spanish engi- 
neers and financed by Spanish capital- 
ists. The rolling stock was obtained in 
America. A new industrial bank, found- 
ed by large Spanish banks, is to open 
soon, it is stated, for the purpose of 
aiding in developing industrial enter- 
prises in the country. 


A Terrific Hail Storm visited the east- 
ern part of the country recently. Many 
houses were demolished and more than 
a score of persons were killed. At 
Alicante large hail stones were piled in 
some places to a depth of over six feet. 


Country Addresses U.S. A communi- 
cation signed by a number of leading 
statesmen was sent to Washington a 
few days ago urging that the U. S. gov- 
ernment withdraw its troops from San- 
to Domingo and restore the “regime 
annulled by the military occupation to 
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which the country is subjected.” U. 
S. officials are of the opinion that the 
move was taken in response to an ap- 
peal from the Dominican republic. 


Lockout Declared. A lockout of work- 
men throughout the country has been 
declared by a congress of Spanish em- 
ployers sitting at Barcelona. The em- 
ployers pronounced the move as a pro- 
test against the alleged crimes of syn- 
dicalists and because the government 
failed to protect employers’ interests. 
Efforts are being made by authorities 
to deal with the situation and to estab- 
lish a permanent industrial peace. 


HOLLAND. 


Dutch Get Back Ships. All the Dutch 
shipping requisitioned by the United 
States in March, 1918, has been return- 
ed or is in process of return to the own- 
ers. These ships aggregated approxi- 
mately half a million tons. The Amer- 
ican mission of naval and army officers 
is considering closing up its offices at 
Amsterdam where it has arranged for 
the return of 54 ships with a dead 
weight tonnage of over 369,500. The 
owners of the restored vessels are well 
satisfied with the American terms but 
public sentiment among the Hollanders 
has uever become reconciled to the 
seizure. 





Dutch Butter Costly. Negotiations be- 
tween the British ministry of food and 
Dutch traders for the purchase of Hol- 
land’s surplus butter have fallen 
through. The Dutch asked a price so 
high that it would have prevented the 
maintenance of the British maximum 
retail price of half a crown (60 cents). 


Fokker, the Birdman. The Dutch 
birdman Fokker, who was naturalized 
as a German while the war was in 
progress, has been re-naturalized as a 
Hollander. He was the designer of the 
airplanes that were used so extensively 
by the Germans during the war. 


NORWAY. 

Norway Stays Dry. Wartime prohi- 
bition, forbidding the importation and 
sale by private individuals of spirits 
and strong liquors, has been in effect 
in Norway since December, 1916. This 
law is now made permanent by a plebis- 
cite vote. The country was greatly 
wrought up over the prohibition issue 
and Premier Knudson announced that 
he would resign if prohibition was not 
adopted. Despite the law, however, ar- 
rests for intoxication have been stead- 
ily increasing; in some places they are 
higher than before the wartime pro- 
hibition was adopted. Substitutes for 
liquor, especially denatured alcohol, are 
being used and illegal distillation is in- 
creasing especially ‘in the rural dis- 
tricts. The law does not affect the sale 
of wines and beers. 


MEXICO. 


Jenkins to Stand Loss. W. O. Jenkins, 
the American consular agent at Puebla, 
who was kidnaped in October by ban- 
dits and then given his freedom upon 
paymext by his friends of a $150,000 











ransom, will have to effect his own 
reimbursement unless he can prove that 
the Mexican government was negligent 
in affording him protection. This de- 
cision was set forth in an official an- 
nouncement from the state department 
of the United States. Americans in 
Mexico can expect no different pro- 
tection than is afforded Mexicans under 
the government and the fact that Jen- 
kins was an officer of the U. S. govern- 
ment has no bearing on the matter in 
any way, it was stated. 

Jenkins was seized in his factory at 
Puebla and carried away by the ban- 
dits who took also 50,000 pesos which 
they found in the building. The Amer- 
ican’s friends immediately set about it 
to secure his release and the required 
ransom was raised and paid to the 
outlaws. It was at first hoped that 
they would get their money back 
through the Mexican government. The 
United States took up the matter with 
the intention of making Mexico settle 
through the nose for the outrage. This 
was easier said than done, however, 
and as there was no absolute proof that 
the federal authorities were to blame 
it was decided to let the matter drop 
rather than make an issue of it. 


Country Changes Coinage. New coins 
containing less silver than pieces of 
the same denominations formerly had 
are being issued by the government. 
The change was made to prevent the 
disappearance of so many Mexican 
coins, believed to have been occasioned 
by the high price. of silver. 


Customs Officers Complain. Customs 
officers at Juarez are complaining 
against the actions of American soldiers 
stationed on the opposite side of the 
border. It is asserted that bands of 
them cross the border frequently with- 
out permits in search of liquor. In a 
few cases, it is declared, the soldiers 
have entered private homes in their 
quest. 


DENMARK. 

German Spartacans Arrested. Author- 
ities have arrested 20 German Sparta- 
cans who crossed the frontier without 
passports. Some petty thefts drew the 
attention of the police to the group. 


ENGLAND. 


Champion Apple Tree. A farmer near 
Hitchen in Bedfordshire owns the 
champion apple tree of England. This 
autumn he gathered from it 45 bushels 
of Benpool pippins in addition to those 
that fell on the ground. In 1915 the 
yield was 48 bushels. The tree is about 
40 feet high and nearly five feet in 
diameter at the butt.

Condensed Notes on Current Progress 
In the Realm of Invention and Discovery 





Old Fertilizer Theories Wrong. 

Following the teachings of Liebig 
and various chemists since his day, 
farmers in using commercial fertilizers 
have adhered to the theory that it 
should be so constituted as to supply 
to the soil such elements of plant food 
as are lacking in it. Now comes A. B. 
Ross who declares this old theory to 
be incorrect. He tells us that this 
fallacy has cost the farmers of the 
country millions of dollars from which 
they have received no return. The fer- 
tilizer formula, he asserts, should be 
determined primarily by the needs of 
the plant, not be any consideration of 
what soil constituents are present or 
absent. Writing in the Farm Journal, 
Mr. Ross says, in substance: 

The future of agriculture depends 
largely on the correct use of commer- 
cial fertilizer which because the horse 
is being supplanted by mechanical pow- 
er will be needed in increasing quanti- 
ties to take the place of manure. Farm- 
ers have been gold-bricked in buying 
fertilizers in the past; they havé been 
taught wrong theories as to the use of 
fertilizers and as a result have wasted 
millions of dollars. 

In studying the fertilizer question 
many bulletins describing fertilizer 
tests have been examined. Among the 
experiments recorded are a series Ccov- 
ering a period of more than 60 years 
at Rothamsted, England, a series cover- 
ing a period of about 39 vears at State 
College, Pa., and a series covering a 
period of about 26 Years at Wooster, 
Ohio. 

Fertilizer bulletins invariably give 
conclusions as to what the soi: needs, 
without any reference to what plants 
need, despite the fact that the farmer is 
interested primarily in plants far more 
than in the soil. Analysis shows the 
soil at State College, Pa., to contain 
20 pounds of potash for every pound of 
nitrogen and 25 of potash for every one 
of phosphoric acid. In the subsoil the 
surplus of potash is even greater. The 
plants grown in the experiment were 
found to require nearly as many pounds 
of nitrogen as of phosphoric acid and 
potash combined and nearly one pound 
of phosphoric acid for every two 
pounds of potash. Adhering to the 
theory of balancing the soil, the logical 
conclusion is that phosphoric acid and 
nitrogen should be added to this soil. 


Actually, however, production falls 
below normal when fertilizers are add- 
ed to balance the soil but when the 
plant is fed a balanced ration, being 
left to find its own supply of nitrogen 
in the air, experience during 35 years 
shows that production is steadily main- 
tained satisfactorily above normal, That 
is, when the soil is further unbalanced 
by the addition of large quantities of 





potash production is increased and 
maintained above normal, while, by 
adding phosphoric acid and nitrogen to 
balance the soil, production is not only 
dimished but it is driven below its 
normal level. With continued balanc- 
ing of the soil production dimishes 
year by year until the land is ruined. 

It is wrong to try to balance the soil 
by adding plant food which seems to 
be missing. Missing plant food should 
not be added to the soil in fertilizing 
but rather there should be a subtraction 
from a full ration of chemicals theoret- 
ically sufficient for the expected crop. 

To the soil of plats used as the 
standard of comparison there should be 
added all of the nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid required for the ex- 
pected crops, just as though the soil 
contained no plant food at all. On the 
other plants various quantities of the 
different chemical elements must be 
substracted from this full ration. The 
results in the field will then show what 
parts of the plant’s ration the soil and 
air can safely be relied on to furnish, 

The effort to balance the soil is bare, 
unfruitful academic theory. Subtract- 
ing from a full balanced ration furnish- 
ed the plant enables it to indicate un- 
mistakably just what chemicals should 
be added to the soil to give the best 
results. 

The theory of giving back to the soil 
what is taken from it when crops are 
harvested in fallacious because it is 
based on the discredited theory of bal- 
ancing the soil. The crop must be com- 
pletely rationed, those elements which 
tests have shown can be obtained by 
the plants from air and soil being sub- 
tracted from the ration. In order to 
obtain maximum yields there must be 
in the soil before the crop is made an 
abundance of plant food. 

Fertilizer nitrogen fails to pay for 
itself in extra production in any rota- 
tion farming where clover is grown. 
The addition of this fertilizing chem- 
ical stimulates the growth of inferior 
grasses and weeds at the expense of 
clover and even subtracts nitrogen from 
the crops produced. 

It is shown by the experiments that 
the use of nitrogen alone or of potash 
alone results in serious financial loss- 
es. The use of phosphoric acid alone 
and of phosphoric acid and nitrogen in 
combination fails to maintain normal 
production and ultimately leads to fi- 
nancial disaster for the farmer. Experi- 
ments in Pennsylvania and Ohio indi- 
cate that the correct ratio of phosphor- 
ic acid and potash is one pound of the 
former to 2.08 pounds of the latter. 

By the proper use of commercial 
chemical fertilizers it is possible to 
farm without manure and at a cost well 
within the limits of profitable farming. 


Where manure is reinforced with com- 
mercial fertilizer the greatest net re- 
turns will be obtained by using phos- 
phoric acid and potash in the propor- 
tions of one to 2.08 instead of using 
phosphoric acid alone. 

That commercial fertilizer is best 
wihch will bring the greatest net profit, 
the ultimate object of all farming as a 
business. If larger net gains can be 
obtained by substracting from the com- 
mercial fertilizer a part or all of one 
of the elements which was formerly 
believed necessary, then that subtrac- 
tion is justified. 

It has been demonstrated by experi- 
ments in Pennsylvania—and the results 
there are sustained by the results of 
tests in Ohio—that the more nitrogen 
subtracted from the fertilizer formula 
designed to furnish the plant a balanced 
ration the greater the net profit in the 
use of fertilizer; the greatest net profit 
from using fertilizer results from tak- 
ing out all nitrogen and leaving the 
plants to supply their own nitrogen 
needs from the air and the soil. It 
has been further demonstrated that it 
is ruinous to subtract all of the potash 
from the formula—no tests have been 
made to determine whether a part of 
the potash may safely be subtracted. 

Obtaining an adequate supply of pot- 
ash for fertilizing and other purposes 
is now almost as serious a problem as 
at any time since the war began and 
cut off the German supply on which 
we had depended for years. Stimulated 
by high prices during the war, the do- 
mestic potash industry grew rapidly, 
the output increasing gradually from 
1000 tons in 1915 to 60,000 tons three 
years later. 

When the armistice brought hostili- 
ties to an end last fall, however, the 
bottom fell out of the market for Amer- 
ican produced potash, evidently because 
buyers believed that European potash 
would soon be available here at lower 
prices. As a result most American pot- 
ash plants h. ve been shut down. 

Experts tell us that supplies of Amer- 
ican potash are sufficient to meet most 
of our needs for many years. Ameri- 
can producers fear, however, that they 
cannot compete with producers in Eu- 
rope. A bill now before congress con- 
tains provisions for protecting the do- 
mestic potash industry for a period of 
five years, after which, it is believed, 
American producers can compete with 
all comers. This bill if passed would 
make fertilizers containing five per cent 
of potash cost about $1 per ton more, 
wholesale, after all, not a very big 
price to pay for independence of the 
German potash monopoly. 


SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


Rats Multiply Fast. Figures prepared 
for the British board of agriculture show 
that a single pair of rats of average fe- 
cundity will have more than 48,000,000,- 
000,000 descendants after a single decade, 
provided that all of the offspring live. 


Floating Mines, placed in waters within 
the war zone, are drifting toward the 
coasts of England, France and Spain, just 
as was predicted months ago by the Prince 
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of Monaco who is one of the world’s fore- 
most authorities on oceanography. Among 
the latest victims of these derelict engines 
of war was the Dutch steamer’ Luna 
which was blown up and sunk a few miles 
from the harbor of Calais. Navigating di- 
rections prepared by the prince are said 
to be the safest available for vessels ply- 
ing the Atlantic. 





Fears Use of Atomic Energy. Speaking 
a short time ago at a scientific meeting in 
commemoration of the 100th anniversary 
of the death of James Watt, inventor of 
the condensing steam engine, Sir Oliver 
Lodge, the eminent British scientist, de- 
clared that if the atomic energy of a 
single ounce of matter could be fully 
utilized it would be sufficient to raise 
the German warships sunk at Scapa Flow 
nd pute them on top of the Scottish 
mouniains. So far, atomic energy has 
been uiilized only in wireless telephony, 
he said. He expressed the hope that man 
will not learn how to make full use of 
this enormous energy until the race has 
brains and morality enough not to abuse 
it. Otherwise, he said, some morally per- 
verted race might destroy all other peo- 
ples on the globe.

Greets Trade Envoys. Secretary of Com- 
merce Redfield gave an informal reception 
and luncheon to members of the trade 
delegations from Italy, Belgium, France 
and Great Britain, who are touring the 
United States. The secretary said that the 
United States had the responsibility of 
helping put Europe on its feet, and the 
task would be undertaken by the bankers, 
business men and people of the country. 
“This visit is a proof that a new spirit 
has entered the world,” said M. Schneider, 
chief of the French delegation. “The old 
spirit of competition and secret combina- 
tions has been succeeded by the new spirit 
of conciliation, of collaboration and of 
liberty, by the new system of open agree- 
ments based on friendship and mutual 
esteem.” 

$100,000 for Book. What is asserted to 
be the only copy of the first collected edi- 
tion of Shakespeare’s works was sold a 
few days ago to a New York collector for 
$100,000. The quarto editions of the plays 
published during his life and the first 
Tolio edition of 1623 have all been good 
sellers but usury is made to look cheap 
when a book costing a few shillings on 
publication fetches $100,000 after three 
centuries. 





Silk Manufacturers’ Troubles. So many 
Italian workmen have returned to Italy 
that the silk industry of the United States 
has been seriously affected. Manufacturers 
are handicapped by a shortage of skilled 
labor and are considering, it is reported, 
the removal of their mills to Italy where 
there are plenty of laborers who have 
been trained in American mills. The cost 
of transporting raw material may be 
greatly reduced, they say, by locating near 
the point of production. The availability 
of water-power the year round is also an 
inducement. 





Row Among Magicians. There is strife 
among the magicians over the practice of 
some members of the craft who show the 
public such specimens from their box of 
tricks as how a little rabbit can be plucked 
from a cream puff or how one ace from 
any trade deck of cards can be made to 
appear as four aces. The American Asso- 
ciation of Magicians favors revealing the 
secrets but the Dill Pickles Club of Chi- 
cago, which includes in its membership 
some fire-eating Chinese operators, pro- 
nounces such steps unethical and declares 
that a tong war will be waged on any 
who attempt’ it. 





Steamer Wrecked on Lake. Some score 
of men and women were killed at the en- 
trance to Muskegon harbor, Lake Michi- 
gan, when the side-wheel steamer, Muske- 
gon attempting to land after a night of 
heavy gales crashed into the pier and 
sank in 50 feet of water. As the vessel 
was being swept toward the pier the cap- 
tain ordered all on board to leap for their 
lives. Many jumped overboard and were 
saved by the coast guard. The steamer 
carried about 70 persons including the 
crew. 


Out of 62 en- 
trants to the air race across the continent 
and back eight completed the course be- 
fore the time limit had expired. The last 
to arrive at Mineola, L. I., were Col. H. E.

Seven men were killed in the event, a num- 
ber of planes were wrecked or burned and 
one fell into Lake Erie. 

“Watch on the Rhine” in Arkansas. The 
Watch on the Rhine, an eight-page weekly 
edited and printed by members of a di- 
vision of the U. S. army during its period 
of occupation in Germany, will be issued 
hereafter at Little Rock, Ark., it is an- 
nounced. In six months previous to the 
departure of the division the paper reach- 
ed a regular circulation of about 30,000. 


Fairbanks Chief Owner of News. In set- 
tling the estate of Charles W. Fairbanks, 
former vice-president of the United States, 
it was found that he owned a _ three- 
fourths interest in the Indianapolis News. 
Delavan Smith, publisher, has now been 
indicted by the federal grand jury at In- 
dianapolis for failure to make known the 
existence of the Fairbanks shares in a 
sworn statement of the ownership of the 
paper. 

Encephalitis Victim Dreamed. On _ re- 
covery from a six months attack of what 
is known as the African sleeping sickness 
T. H. Long, a member of the Illinois legis- 
lature, said that he dreamed continually 
during his period of insensibility. Beach 
scenes predominated; he could always 
hear the sound of the surf no matter 
what other scene he was witnessing. He 
would see wonderful visions of architec- 
ture, castles and battlements, he said, and 
would hear what scemed to be a million 
cathedral chimes. The disease followed 
an attack of Spanish influenza. 


Only Whites Allowed. The South Caro- 
lina branch of the American Legion held 
its first state convention at Columbia. 
Every rank from private to major general 
was represented An amendment to tne 
constitution was passed limiting member- 
ship in the order to whites only. The 
erection of a building as a memorial to 
men of South Carolina who died in the 
war was recommended. 


Taboos Fairy Stories. The old fairy 
story is based on ignorance, said Mrs. 
Katherine Blake in addressing the Colo- 
rado Educational Association. It leads to 
laziness and weakness. She did not sug- 
gest a substitute. 


Ships of Lumber. The Furbear Lumber 
Co. will ship 50,006,600 feet of lumber this 
winter from Puget Sound in the form of 
demountable ships, it is announced. About 
one-tenth of the lumber will be used in 
building the vessels which on arrival at 
their destination will be unloaded and 
then knocked apart for the lumber. Ten 
ships will be constructed, it is planned, 
Severai million feet of lumber were sent 
to England in the same manner during the 
war. ay 

Speaks Many Tongues. Wilfred Stevens, 
one of the chief translators at the state 
department, has a greater number of lan- 
guages at his tongue’s end than has any 
other man,- if the current report is cor- 
rect. He is not 40 years old and is not a 
college graduate. He received his early 
education in Minnesota schools where he 
took an interest im studying foreign lan- 
guages. He speaks Latin and five of its 
offshoots, four each of Slavic and Teuton- 
ic, three of Turkish affinities and of west- 
ern Asiatic, besides Japanese and Chinese. 
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He understands Greek and Hebrew, two 


manufactured languages—one of his own 
coinage—and crowns it all with Dakota 
Indian. 


Declares Styles Indecent. The training 
conference of the _ inter-church world 
movement, at Atlantic City, severely cen- 
sored the style of women’s dress. Rev. J. 
R. Crowther, of Seattle, said the indecent 
dress of some of our women in church 
made it tremendously hard for a young 
man to keep his thoughts clean and pure.

Imports Make Big Jump. September’s 
foreign trade showed an increase of $92,- 
000,000 in imports over the previous high 
record of July. The total for the month 
was $435,000,000. Imports for the nine 
months of this year amounted to $2,697,- 
000,000, an increase of $374,000,000 over 
the first nine months of 1918. Exports 
for the month of September were $593,000,- 
000, a decrease of $49,000,000 from the 
preceding month but an increase of $43,- 
000,000 over September’s figures last year 
In the first nine months of the year ex- 
ports amounted to §$5,866,000,000, an in- 
crease of more than $1,200,000,000 over the 
figures for the same period in 1918.

Incidental War Expenses. The finance 
service reports that up to. Oct. 1 about 
$96,000,000 was paid out in $60 bonuses to 
discharged soldiers. The ex-service men 
thus benefited numbered over 1,597,000. 
Travel allowance claims paid by the same 
date numbered over 100,500, discharged 
enlisted men’s pay claims 39,340 and offi- 
cers’ pay claims nearly 5,100. Claims for 
the seizing of property by right of emi- 
nent domain totaled approximately $100,- 
000,000. Practically all of these claims 
have been met. Damages preferred for 
loss or partial destruction of private prop- 
erty amounted to well over $275,000, of 
which $75,000 has been paid. 


Who May Wear Uniform. [fhe war de- 
partment gives out the following informa- 
tion relative to the wearing of the U. S. 
army uniform: Reserve officers not on 
active duty may wear the uniform of their 
corps and rank on occasions of military 
ceremony, on public holidays, and when 
directing or instructing cadets. The prop- 
er collar insignia, “U. S.,” with superim- 
posed “R” in gilt, must then be worn. By 
a recent act of congress anyone who served 
in the army during the late war is allowed 
to wear the uniform of his rank if marked 
with the red chevron. Under the same 
provision reserve officers may wear—with 
the prescribed red chevron—the uniform 
they were authorized to wear at the date 
of their discharge from active service.

Used Bible to Detect Thief.

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DON’T BE A SLAVE TO PROVERBS. 


HERE are a number of well- 
known and widely quoted pro- 
verbial sayings in our language 
which, because they are epigrammatic 
in form and hoary with age, are wrong- 
ly regarded as infallible, indisputable 
truths. Such sayings—fortunately only 
an insignificant few among thousands 
of pure golden nuggets of human wis- 
dom—have a pernicious influence be- 
cause they are often interpreted too 
broadly and too literally and then used 
to excuse wrong-doing. 

For instance people often remind 
themselves and each other that “all is 
fair in love and war”, seeking thus to 
gloss over practices which they know 
to be evil both inherently and in their 
effects. Every right-minded thinking 
person readily recognizes that nothing 
that is not fair and honorable in the 
every-day, prosaic relations of life is 
fair in love. Similarly there are cer- 
tain practices which are rightly regard- 
ed by all honest men and by interna- 
tional law as entirely unfair, inhuman 
and unjust in war; all of the truly civ- 
ilized nations religiously avoid them. 

No-one by any kind of logic can show 
that it is fair to compel military or 
civilian prisoners of war to work un- 
der fire from the guns of their com- 
patriots, to put poison in wells, to scat- 
ter deadly microbes, to bomb hospitals 
or attack hospital ships—although the 
Germans, whose elastic morals and con- 
venient philosophy made anything fair 
and justifiable if it offered them any 
advantage, were guilty of just such of- 
fenses and numerous others as bad or 
worse in the late war. 

Clearly it would be unwise in many 
instances to follow literally the advice 
attributed to Cervantes: “When thou 
art at Rome do as they do at Rome.” Yet 
people often take this counsel as an 
excuse for doing when they are among 
strangers, things which they would 
blush to do among their neighbors and 
friends. 

No argument is needed to show that 
it would be an act of hypocrisy, an 
unmistakable indication of moral weak- 
ness, for a professed total abstainer, a 
man who tries to walk uprightly be- 
fore those with whom he associates 
daily, seeking to avoid everything that 
is generally regarded in his community 
as evil and immoral, to indulge in 
strong drink when he was among drink- 
ers, to gamble when he found himself 
in a gambling crowd or to steal if those 
in whose company he happened to be 
stole. 

The saying, “a bad beginning makes a 
good ending,” is never necessarily true. 
If abad beginning really assured a good 
ending no sane person would take pains 
to start a building on a good solid 
foundation; to build an education on a 
logical, substantial groundwork or to 
start a business career under conditions 
as favorable as possible. Instead of 
trying for an auspicious beginning of 


their undertakings men would all strive 


for the worst one possible, would de- 
liberately seek to bungle everything 
most stupidly at the outset. 

Everyone can recall undertakings 
that have started inauspiciously and ap- 
parently with everything wholly against 
their success and yet they came out 
in the end perfectly fine and well. The 
same people will as readily instance 
projects which started bad and ended 
as bad as they started—some of them 
even worse, 

Likewise most of us have seen things 
start out in the most encouraging man- 
ner imaginable and then end in in- 
different success, frequently in utter 
failure. As a rule, though, whatever 
starts well ends well. Obviously, the 
chances are all against a thing that gets 
a bad start, because it is handicapped 
from the beginning and unfavorable 
conditions are more likely than not to 
remain unfavorable until the end, if 
they don’t grow worse. 

We are often told that “the better 
the day the better the deed” and many 
people accept the statement at its full 
face value. Its fallacy is readily dis- 
coverable; if a deed is bad it is bad, 
no matter how good the day, and if it is 
good, how can the day possibly make it 
anything else? What are “good” and 
“bad” days, anyhow? 

If it were actually and literally true, 
as many people say and believe, that 
“early to bed and early to rise makes 
a man healthy, wealthy and wise”, 
many people would have health, wealth 
and wisdom in abundance who are de- 
cidedly shy on part or all of these items. 
On the other hand, many who are liv- 
ing in opulence, with fairly good health 
and some measure of wisdom, would 
be dead or else gasping out the last few 
breaths of a miserably afflicted life, 
in tatters and rags, and the proverbial 
last year’s bird’s-nest would be a whole 
library of knowledge in comparison 
with their scanty stock of wisdom. 


Numerous other venerable sayings, as 
well as proverbial statements of a later 
vintage, all, like the foregoing, more or 
less misleading, could be named. Let 
us all be on our guard against gulping 
down as sterling truth any and every 
statement, whether old or new, that 
comes along camouflaged as simon-pure, 
18-carat wisdom. As we have tried to 
show, some of them may lead into 
error; all whose truth is not perfectly 
obvious should be carefully and honest- 
ly analyzed before we accept them lit- 
erally and make them part of the guid- 
ing philosophy of our lives.

R. A. DAYTON, who lives on a ru- 

ral delivery route reaching out 
from Lawton, Okla., complains about 
the unreliability of rural mail delivery 
under existing conditions. The prac- 
tice of “making a flivver cover 50 or 
60 miles of dirt road, regardless of 
conditions, naturally results in the 
farmer having to do without his mail 





froin one to four or five days at a time 
——and this of course is usually in the 
worst weather, which is the very time 
when he wants his mail most, as he 
has more spare time to read.” The 
poor and uncertain rural mail service 
is one thing that is inducing country 
people to move to the cities, where 
they can be sure of getting their mail 
every day, says Mr. Dayton. No doubt 
this is all true. Our mail service has 
deteriorated greatly in many places. 
Uncle Sam suffers from war conditions 
the same as private persons do and it 
is hard for him to keep and pay enough 
help to enable him to fulfill all his 
obligations. The overworked postal em- 
ployees can’t be blamed if they balk 
when the limit of human endurance is 
reached. A “flivver” can accomplish — 
miracles, but there are roads and times 
when even it has to give a gasp and 
quit. The present policy of running 
the postal service so as to show a 
“profit” is all wrong. The remedy lies 
with the people however. If they want 
better conditions and wiser policies, 
they should see to it that men are put 
in power who will make reforms. The 
first aim of the postal department and 
every branch of the government should 
be to serve the peonl ; the idea of a 
post-office department making a profit 
out of the people, :nd at a time like 
this, is repulsive. We might say, in 
the familiar language of the orators, 
that it is “unwarranted, un-American, 
undemocratic” and un-everything-else.

EMEMBER the time just before the 
war when the cotton-growers were 
pleading to have people “buy a bale” of 


cotton at 10 cents a pound? Cotton 
was bringing all the way down to Six 
cents a pound in those days. Within 
the last three weeks it has jumped six 
cents, or as much as the whole value of 
cotton five years ago. A Pine Bluff, 
Ark., grocer the other day sold a choice 
bale at 55 cents a pound—a bale which 
he had taken in trade in 1914 at nine 
and:a quarter cents. This is a shining 
example of what is meant by the phrase 
“going some.” A rise of 500 per cent 
in five years is fairly good even in these 
times of profiteering. If people had 
been better prophets in 1914 they could 
be enjoying better profits now. The 
ordinary market price of cotton is not 
55 cents a pound yet, but quotations of 
40 to 50 cents are common. The crop 
is short and the staple is in worldwide 
demand. Cotton may no longer be king, 
but it is in a position to act a good deal 
like a president with unlimited powers.

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LAW-AND-ORDER ISSUE TO FRONT. 


T is quite possible that the voters will 
| elect next year a president, vice- 

president and congress on a coalition 
basis, thus establishing a government at 
Washington which will represent the 
creat majority of the people—the better 
elements of all parties. The splendid 
victory just won by Gov. Coolidge of 
Massachusetts, on the law-and-order 
issue, Clears the political atmosphere 
wonderfully and opens the way for 
something of this sort. 

Coolidge happens to be a Republican, 
but that is only incidental; there are 
some Republicans who are as danger- 
ous as the most extreme radicals—but 
Coolidge belongs to the conservative, 
constructive, safe and sane school of 
statesmen and it is this type of men that 
we want in power in the times that are 
now just ahead. The period of recon- 
struction must be bridged over by 
strong men, and we must draft these 
imen into public life, wherever we find 
them, no matter what political party 
they may be identified with. Public 
officials have had so much abuse that 
it is difficult to induce men of the big- 
est caliber to go into politics; they 
can make many times as much money 
and be spared the abuse by sticking to 
private pursuits. But now public duty 

ust supersede private interest. 

President Wilson congratulated Gov. 
Coolidge on his election, as a triumph 
over mob tyranny and a vindication of 
constitutional rights. With such a rec- 
ommendation from a president of the 
opposite political faith, Coolidge be- 
comes one of the foremost presidential 
possibilities—a man on whom all who 
believe in the best things could unite. 
There is no question that such a man 
would proceed vigorously against the 
forees of dangerous radicalism and 
would crush them out. 

As a running-mate for him, probably 
some big Democrat from the West 
would be chosen. There are a number 
of men of that description in sight— 

ien who put Americanism and safety 
ahead of partisanship and demagogism. 
Such a ticket would surely be elected, 
and it would really have behind it that 
“overwhelming majority” of the people 
which is needed in order to give 
strength and security. 

Administrations which are put into 
power merely by some “fluke” and 
which represent only a minority can 
never maintain the strong government 
which is needed now—strong to sup- 
press wrong and equally strong to en- 
force right. In God’s name, let us have 





no half-way victory next year. Let the 
result be decisive; let us have no near- 
socialists in the cabinet and at the head 
of other government activities. The 
government of this republic should be, 
like Caesar’s wife, “above suspicion”; 
its loyalty to sound American principles 
should never be open to any question; 
there should be no compromise. 

President Wilson’s health, happily, is 
being restored, but his attack practical- 
ly eliminates him from the presidential 
race next year. The duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the presidency are now 
so stupendous that no risk can be taken 
by loading them, after such a warning, 
on any man who is not in vigorous 
health, 

If there is some Democrat who will 
demonstrate his presidential size be- 
tween now and the time of nomination 
next summer—some man of the conser- 
vative order, who has no taint of bol- 
shevism—there will be an equal chance 
for him to get the coalition nomination 
such as we have hinted at. Attorney- 
General Palmer is a man in point. By 
his steadfast and unequivocal stand 
against labor tyranny and the whole 
“red” menace, he has earned the ad- 
miration of all Americans who believe 
in law and order. He is a Pennsylvania 
man, and that rock-ribbed Republican 
state would no doubt give him her 38 
electorial votes to start on, if he.ran on 
an all-American coalition ticket with 
some big progressive Western Repub- 
lican as his running-mate. 

Mark well what we say here: if the 
honest, earnest, right-thinking people of 
this country, irrespective of party, do 
not get together and work together in 
next year’s national campaign, there is 
danger that their vote will be so divided 
up that we shall have for the ensuing 
four years a minority government mort- 
gaged to radicalism, and things will go 
from bad to worse. 

The indications now favor the Re- 
publicans for next year. The Demo- 
crats have “got in wrong” by linking 
up with radicals and destructionists, 
and no-one realizes this better than the 
Democratic leaders themselves do. They 
are now trying to get on the band- 
wagon, but this is a little late. 

President Wilson did well to congrat- 
ulate Gov. Coolidge on his election— 
but he would have done better if he 
had come out for him in advance and 
advised the Democratic voters to vote 
for him. Then the Democrats could 
have claimed a full share in his victory. 
As it is, the Republican party is placed 
in the position of being the party that 
has to be called on in an emergency to 











save the country from an imminent 
danger. 

The wiser Democrats have always 
made plain their belief in law and or- 
der, but too often the leaders have taken 
sides with the rabble. That may be 
good politics in ordinary times, but in 
a crisis like this it is poor patriotism 
and poor politics. 

The Republican victory in Kentucky, 
a “Solid South” state, and that in the 
fifth Oklahoma congressional district 
are straws which show the way the 
wind is blowing. The president will 
come out of the league-of-nations fight 
on the whole weakened; this question 
of settling the affairs of the rest of 
the world has hung on till the people 
are tired of it and if an attempt is 
made to make it the issue in next year’s 
campaign it is doomed io fall flat. The 
voters are thinking about home prob- 
lems and they refuse to get excited over 
Armenia, Silesia, Shantung etc. 

The next campaign will be fought on 
the issue of Americanism, and the pub- 
lic men who show themselves to be the 
truest champions of American institu- 
tions are the ones who will deserve and 
win the support of the great body of the 
people. For the time being we can 
well forget to ask whether + man is a 
Democrat or a Republican and let our 
main inquiry be as to his reliability 
as a guardian of our sacred American 
principles. After this crisis is past and 
the “reds” are crushed and the repub- 
lic safe, there will be plenty of time 
to fight out those minor differences 
which divide people into parties. 

Parties and party government are a 
good thing. No one party should have 
any monoply on government. The par- 
ty in power should be strong, and the 
party in opposition should be strong, so 
that every act shall be representative. 
But just as the allies merged interests 
during this war in order to put down 
the common peril of Hunnism, so all 
patriots should co-operate at a time like 
this to protect the country from the 
dangers that confront us. 

The whole force of American public 
opinion must be mobilized and must 
assert itself at the polls next November. 
Let all parties and all citizens who want 
to be on the winning side lose no 
chance to get in right on this paramount 
issue of Americanism. And let all those 
who take the wrong side in this crisis 
receive the knockout, without explana- 
tions or apologies.

It 
had been predicted that Judas would be- 
tray Jesus, and if you believe that he was 
moved to the act by a higher power or in 
order to fulfill the prophecies, then per- 
haps he was justified. If you believe that 
man is absolutely a free agent and is re- 
sponsible for all he does, then of course 
Judas was not justified in doing a thing 
he knew to be wrong, even though it had 
been predicted. Some people think that 
Judas believed the end justified the means; 
that it was his purpose to force Jesus to 
exercise his divine power in order to save 
himself and thereby prove his divinity to 
the world. This is all speculation, as we 
don’t know the facts. 


Battles Fought by Americans. 

Ques. Can you give the total number of 
battles fought by American troops in the 
late war and the total number of days of 
battle?—Ans. According to latest statis- 
tics of general staff of U. S. army battles 
fought by American troops numbered 13, 
days of battle 200. Largest loss sustained 
was in 47-day battle in the Meuse-Argonne 
offensive, where 10 per cent of U. S. sol- 
diers were either killed or wounded. 


Salutatiens in Africa. 

Ques. Can you tell me the African 
method of salutation?—Ans. Salutations 
differ according to the customs of the 
different tribes. Some greet each other 
quite as we do. Some tribes as yet un- 
civilized pull fimgers until the joints 
“crack”, One tribe has the curious fashion 
of showing friendship by standing back 
to back. 


U. S. Naval Academy. 


Ques. Please give us information con- 
cerning our naval academy——Ans. The 
U. S. naval academy is located at Annap- 
olis, Md. It is maintained by the govern- 
ment and trains cadets for the American 
navy on a similar basis to those trained 
for the army at the West Point military 
academy. The course of study provides 
four years of academic work, supplemented 
by two years’ practical instruction at sea, 
Cadets receive their appointment from 
members of congress, each senator, rep- 
resentative and delegate having the right 
to appoint a cadet every two years. Eleven 





cadets are appointed by the president. En- 
trance examinations in relation to physi- 
cal and educational matters are very rigid 
and only those showing a high degree of 
qualification are admitted. The course is 
uniform for all students for the first three 
years; in the fourth the study of engineer- 
ing is pursued by engineering cadets. 
Graduates are commissioned according to 
the branch of service for which they have 
prepared. An efficient corps of instructors 
is ‘provided and several vessels are sup- 
plied for practical training. 


D. C. People Have No Vote. 


Ques. To settle dispute please say 
whether people of District of Columbia 
have any vote, or ever had it.—Ans. They 
are political nonentities; they have taxa- 
tion without representation and govern- 
ment without consent of the governed— 
but no vote on anything. At one time 
they were allowed to vote for some offi- 
cers, but the franchise was taken away 
in 1878. 


Indications of Oil. 


Ques. What are surface indications for 
oil? Portions of my place in Montana 
show results of wonderful upheaval of 
earth, suggesting boiling water caught and 
hardened.—Ans. It is impossible to lay 
down definite rules as to indications for 
oil. Only an expert, carefully examining 
all the conditions, can give a reliable opin- 
ion, and even then he is oftener wrong 
than right. Oil occurs only in the Devon- 
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ian formation. Usually this outcrops as 
gray or greenish slate, shale or sandstone. 
The Devonian rocks are rich in fossils, 
Rocks which suggest boiling water are 
more likely to be of igneous or volcanic 
origin and in that case they would not 
yield oil.

What was Tolstoi’s prophecy 
about the war?—Ans. Tolstoi, a Russian

The Mohammedan Woman’s Face. 


Ques. To what men may a Mohammed- 
an woman with propriety show her face? 
Ans. It is the custom in the Far East 
for Mohammedan women to show their 
face only to men whom they may not 
wry. This means that a man may see 
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the face of his mother, wife, sisters, 
daughters, aunts, but none other among 
the women of his class. The custom is 
not so rigidly adhered to as before the 
war. The presence of nurses and relief 
workers from Europe and America whose 
faces remain uncovered has been the 
means of causing many Mohammedan 
women to rebel against the practicc.

Ques. What is the smallest sum of mon- 
ey for which a person can sue?—Ans. Most 
states permit suits to be brought for one 
cent. 


The San Francisco Earthquake. 

Ques. What loss was occasioned through 
the San Francisco earthquake?—Ans. In 
the San Francisco earthquake of April 18, 
1906, over 400 lives were lost. The esti- 
mated amount of property lost was $500,- 
000,000, Over 6000 buildings were destroy- 
ed and about 450 blocks burned. 


Santa Claus. 

Ques. Where and when did the idea of 
Santa Claus originate?—Ans. Santa Claus 
was the Dutch form of St. Nicholas. St. 
Nicholas was a bishop in Asia Minor dur- 
ing the fourth century. His feast in Ger- 
many was made the time of presents and 
general merry-making. Jn various places 
St. Nicholas began to be mimicked by a 
man dressed as a bishop, who brought 
gifts. 


President and Three Terms. 

Ques. May the president of the United 
States hold office for three or more terms? 

Ans. There is no provision in the con- 
stitution prohibiting the president from 
serving three terms, but popular opinion 
has always opposed the idea. George 
Washington refused a third term and this 
precedent has always held throughout the 
history of the country.

The First Printed Book. 

Ques. What was the first book ever 
printed in type?—Ans. Most authorities 
are agreed that the first book printed in 
type was the Latin Bible, printed by John 
Gutenberg at Mayence, Germany, about 
1455. Only 20 copies of this edition now 
exist. The workmanship in type, ink, and 
paper is said to be better than in any 
subsequent edition for 200 years. 

Queen Victoria’s Death. 

Ques. When did Queen Victoria die ?— 
Ans. Jan. 22, 1901. Her son, Edward VII, 
was crowned king of England Aug. 9, 1902. 


The Boiling Point of Water. 
Ques. Is boiling water as hot on a 
mountain top as at sea level?—Ans. Water 
boils at a lower temperature at high alti- 


tude than at sea level. Therefore boiling 
water on a mountain top is not so hot as 
it would be were it boiling at sea level. 
The boiling point of any liquid depends 
on the constituents of the, liquid and on 
the atmospheric pressure. The higher one 








goes the less pressure of atmosphere is 
sustained. With every 597 féet of ascent 
the boiling point of water is lowered one 
degree F. Thus it would take longer to 
cook beans on a mountain top in Colorado 
than it would on the New Jersey flats.

At what intervals is there mail 
service between U. S. and Philippine is- 
lands?—Ans. Mail goes each way every 
week.

Ques. Is it part of a mail carrier’s duty 
to call at house for mail when he has 
nothing to deliver?—Ans. No. 


Widows and Pension. 

Ques. Can a widow of a Civil war vet- 
eran who was married as late as 1910 re- 
ceive a pension?—Ans.

It would be 
very nice if the English language were 
perfectly regular and obeyed all the rules 
laid down for it, but it isn’t. Many times 
a plural form goes with a singular sense 
and vice versa. This makes the strict 
grammarians weep, but they have to stand 
it. We have to take language as we find 
it and often what pretends to be the most 
elegant form is really incorrect.

pling it to death with their sharp hoofs. 
Horses seem to be warned by some 
special instinct when a snake is near, 
even though not in sight. They become 
nervous and cannot be quieted while 
the snake remains in the neighborhood. 

The department of agriculture at 
Washington has undertaken to educate 
the people of the country away from 
their prejudice against snakes and has 
appealed to everyone to spare them, 
pointing out that there are only 17 ven- 
omous species among the 111 speices 
indigenous to the United States. Snakes, 
the department says, do a great deal 
more good than harm for they save the 
farmer’s crops by destroying rodents 
and insects that if entirely unchecked 
would work havoc with them. 

A few probably will be impressed 
with the statement relative to the eco- 
nomic value of the snake and will re- 
frain from killing it at sight Lut there 
are thousands of others whom it will 
be difficult to convince and wean away 
from the age-old antipathy which in 
many instances amounts to a passion, 
manifesting itself in childhood and con- 
tinuing throughout the span of life.
